Delay in Planning Appeals 
IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, On Tuesday, 
MR. TALBOT asked the Minister of Hous-

Two Presidential Addresses 


FOR SOME REASON which is not clear to the ordinary 
observer the inaugural meetings of the new sessions of the 
RIBA and the Town Planning Institute took place last 
week at precisely the same time. If this was accidental, 
it is no particular credit to organisations so closely con- 
cerned with planning; if deliberate, it is completely baffling, 
since there must be many belonging to both bodies who 
would wish to be present on these important occasions 
to support their presidents and to hear what they have to 
say. In effect, this clashing of fixtures deprives many of 
part of the benefit of belonging to one or other of the 
two bodies. For good measure, the Civil Engineers also 
met on the same night as the RIBA and the Town Plan- 
ning Institute. Surely it should not be beyond the bounds 
of human ingenuity to arrange that such fixtures be kept 
apart. 

The addresses covered a wide field and were full of 
topical interest. Both touched on some of the outstand- 
ing questions of the day, notably on what has come to be 
known rather imprecisely as ‘Competition by Tender.’ It 
was interesting to hear SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD admit that 
the recent RIBA memorandum on the subject might not be 
‘altogether correct and complete,’ and express the readi- 
ness of the Institute to discuss the matter further, both 
with the authorities and the other professional bodies. 
Interesting also at the TPI to have MR. NICHOLAS’S testi-

but being increasingly contemplated. One notices it par- 
ticularly in the piecemeal rebuilding of urban areas where 
there is no comprehensive scheme of redevelopment. We 
are laying up a store of trouble for ourselves in allowing 
it to continue. Sooner or later it will have to be undone, 
after a toll of accidents and deaths. The matter demands 
the immediate attention of the Ministries and the local 
authorities. The professional organisations could help 
with propaganda and exhibitions to bring about a better 
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appreciation of good planning. 

We regret that we have no space to follow the two 
Presidents along the full course of their thoughtful and 
stimulating addresses. We may end this brief com- 
ment by noting the stress which both speakers laid on 
the need for close and sympathetic collaboration between 
architects and engineers—a point which, it may be tact- 
fully hinted, is not without relevance to professional 
organisations and their fixture lists. 


The Architect in Local Government 


NO ONE CAN QUESTION the value of statistics when used 
(as the RIBA has currently used them) to illumine the 
situation of the architect in local government. A survey 
of local authorities with substantial building programmes 
has shown that several hundred councils have failed to 
appoint Chief Architects to be responsible for them-——and 
that no fewer than 34 of these authorities are County 
Boroughs and include towns with particular architectural 
responsibilities as Chester, Brighton, Ipswich, Bath and 
Croydon. In addition there are some 90 non-county 
boroughs (which include Cambridge and Cheltenham). 
London is a particularly bad offender, only five of the 28 
Metropolitan Boroughs having chief architects. 

The use of the word * offender ’ is, of course, too strong. 
Within the past 50 or so years, municipal building has 
increased vastly and the Borough Engineer and Surveyor, 
appointed originally to safeguard sanitation, has had thrust 


on him a whole succession of functions outside his real 
sphere, including not only architecture but planning. Now 
when new building work by local authorities cannot be 
far short of an annual value of £400m., it is reasonable 
that officers who shall be architects by training should be 
put in charge of that side of local authority responsibility. 

Notwithstanding the high number of authorities that 
have not so far created positions of Chief Architect, it is 
good to report that within recent years the establishment 
of independent Architects’ Departments has rapidly grown. 
All but one county authority now has a County Architect, 
and since 1940 the number of county boroughs with 
independent departments has risen from 14 to 50. This 
is excellent news which, it is hoped, will encourage other 
authorities to act likewise, in view of the importance that 
attaches in the civic sense to high standards of design 
and siting. 


House-Builders in Conference 


THERE WAS PLENTY of evidence at the one-day conference 
of the Federation of Registered House-Builders, which 
was held in London last week, that house-builders have 
accepted the need for change in some of their traditional 
conceptions now that it has become clear that the days 
of ample and cheap building land, situated just where the 
builder wanted it, have gone for ever in this country. 
It is true that the previous night those attending the 
Federation’s annual dinner had heard the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government give house-builders an 
assurance that there would be made available enough 
building land for their needs, but MR. BROOKE had been 
at pains to emphasise that there would be no room for 
wasteful use of land, and he had also pointed to some of 
the good effects of high land prices, which should en- 
courage people to look more closely at the possibilities of 
redeveloping some of the old areas of towns and putting 
up modern buildings in their stead. 

Two of the papers at the Conference (a report of which 
appears on page 886) were particularly relevant to the 
situation which has now, or soon can be expected, to 
develop in the industry. In the first a barrister, MR. 
EDWARD F. GEORGE, examined the possibilities of building 
flats for sale, which is something comparatively new in 
this country, at least in the south. It seems only logical 
that, in view of the land shortage and the need to avoid 
limitless urban sprawl, more flats should be built and, 
as the desire for home ownership is continually increasing, 
that this should in many cases be satisfied by the purchase 
of a flat rather than a house. The point was made that 
jt is cheaper to buy a flat than to rent it, while the author 


of the paper stoutly maintained that a flat could be cheaper 
than a house providing comparable accommodation. 
However, while many builders may be willing to construct 
flats, most will probably wish to finish with the project 
completely once the individual flats are sold, and for this 
reason the suggestion for the setting up of management 
companies to take over such schemes completely, includ- 
ing the communal areas, was of particular interest. 

The second paper, by SIR ERIC ERRINGTON, MP, who is 
also a director of a property company, posed the question 
of the possibility of a return by house-builders of building 
houses to let. Such a suggestion would have met with 
little response until recently, and it is therefore interesting 
to note that the paper was well received by the Conference, 
several leading members of the industry endorsing the 
view that it is at least time that builders should start to 
think along these lines. Another point made was that 
higher densities are acceptable for houses to let than in 
houses built for sale, thus further mitigating the land 
shortage. Sir Eric predicted that this would become prac- 
ticable in the course of the next few years as rent control 
finally came to an end and as housing subsidies were 
dropped except for certain special classes, such as flatlets 
for old people. He also suggested that there should be 
investment allowances for houses on the lines of those 
already allowed for factories, and to provide the finance he 
said that the investor and the builder would somehow have 
to get together. Private house-building is now running at 
a record level for the post-war years, and forward thinking 
along such lines as these is the best guarantee for the 
continued prosperity of the industry.

This is a useful service, of which advan- 
tage should be taken particularly, I feel, 
in the provinces, which alternately grouse 
and boast about being out of touch. For 
everybody, however, it is becoming in- 
creasingly necessary to see what is going 
on elsewhere—particularly America, 
whose paradoxical ‘ foreign-ness ’ seems to 
increase in direct proportion to our own 
accelerating (and probably phoney) 
Americanisation. 

Nothing else so aptly illustrates the 
fallacy of ‘international modern’ as the 
double foreign-ness of such transplant- 
ings as the Saarinen’s, however. Repre- 
senting an ethnic and cultural background 
apparently as enigmatic as any Etruria 
or Byzantium, Finland is among the 
places where that quality of strangeness, 
essential to beauty, seems inescapable 
even in commonplace things. Saarinen’s 
work is infused with this quality—but it 
seems neither to have assimilated nor ex- 
ported as well as one hoped. 

This may be mere insularity or ignor- 
ance, but I felt the exhibition did little 
to dispel misgivings about invention some- 
how descending into stuntiness, and for- 
mal factuality into space-fiction. This 
could be due to the presentation of such 
projects as the Jefferson National Expan- 
sion Park arch, some new Yale buildings, 
and the Law Schoo) for Chicago Univer- 
sity; and Saarinen’s multiformal versa- 
tility is better illustrated, I thought, in 
Yale’s Ice Hockey Rink, where no 
academic or monumental tradition ob- 
trudes. I wish, incidentally, we could 
have swapped London’s American Em- 


bassy for Oslo’s! 


The Royal Academy Looks Ahead 


SIR CHARLES WHEELER, presiding at the 
annual distribution of prizes to the 
students of the Royal Academy Schools 
on November 1, was disturbed by the 
growing number of ‘ not awardeds’ and 
*no competitions’ in subjects which in 
his student days were considered neces- 
sary prerequisites for artists and sculp- 
tors. The premier competitions, how- 
ever, were well subscribed to and the 
awards well merited. Criticisms that the 
Royal Academy is a ‘ stuffy” institution, 
constantly falling back on tradition and 
convention in art and condemning pro- 
gress and radical ideas, were somewhat 
nullified by the results of the past year’s 
work, on display in the Diploma Gallery 
until November 23. The system, begun 
last year, of augmenting the teaching of

out in steadily increasing numbers by 
mass production. It augurs well, there- 
fore, that many of the arbiters of good 
taste are members of the Association as 
are many of the leading manufacturers of 
the objects spoken of. The year book, 
excellently edited by Robin Mudie, makes 
a special plea that it should get into the 
hands of influential people and adds a 
word about the desirability of recruiting 
new members. Several articles, prefaced 
as *‘ Talking Shopping,’ offer a complex 
tangle of profound considerations, some 
humorous, others mainly factual, and 
one at least bordering on the realms of 
despondency.

MARGARET CUDDON in ‘Et in Arcadia 
Ego ’ talks about the rapid ascendency of 
‘contemporary’ things and finally sees 
them becoming so commonplace and so 
much mis-used that they are losing their 
respectability. She sees that ignorance 
and a naive acceptance of all things 
‘latest’ and ‘fashionable’ result indi- 
vidually in an indescriminate mixture, 
lacking harmony and restraint, wrongly 
interpreted without skill or taste. We 





are reminded that all the things people 
covet most for their personal use are 
made in Italy, Germany, Switzerland or 
Scandinavia, not through any lack of 
patriotism, but simply because they find 
again and again that ‘the best is not 
British.’ Finally, Miss Cuddon asks 
whether design standards can be im- 
proved by the work of a few well-meaning 
people when the forces within our society 
which produce ugliness and subtopia are 
apparently irresistible and overpowering. 

There is some uneasy humour from Ian 
Nairn, writing about Rye-lane, Peckham, 
and contributions from Ronald Cuddon 
and Ian Bradbery, who reviews two con- 
sumer publications, ‘Which’ and ‘ Shop- 
per’s Guide.’ Pamela Evans contributes 
an article on design advice services, which 
is not very flattering, ‘sick talk’ indeed. 
Helen Challen writes about the shops in 
Oxford-street; and there are competently 
written articles by Cedric Price on super- 
markets, Gordon Symes on packaging, 
and Dorothy Symes on her dressing table. 


Essex County Architecture 


THE ATTRACTIVE CONTEMPORARY QUALITY 
of the work that is being done in the 
Essex county architect’s department is 
well shown in a ‘ Special Building Supple- 
ment 6,’ just issued by Essex CC. This 
includes about 100 photographic illustra- 
tions of schools, colleges, libraries and 
extensions completed during the year 
May 1, 1959, to April 30, 1960, the 
majority of the buildings having been 
designed by the county architect, Mr. 
Harold Conolly, CBE, FRIBA, but a 
good proportion by private architects in 
association with him. The text includes 
some interesting notes on the expedients 
adopted to speed up school building. 


DURING THE PAST THIRTEEN YEARS 262 
new schools have been opened, giving 
122,000 new places, which, as the writer 
suggests, is good going for a county 
whose resources have been stretched to 
the utmost. The Ministry of Education 
have helped future planning by agree- 
ing to two years’ programmes 
simultaneously, which enables the plan- 
ning of certain urgent projects in the 
second year to be advanced to run with 
companion projects in the first year. ‘It 
will be unfortunate,” comments the 
writer, ‘if threatened architectural staff- 
ing crises jeopardise taking full advantage 
of this action’—a comment relevant to 
a recent discussion about ‘ Personnel 
Shortage’ in our columns.

Assessor’s Report 


105 sets of conditions were issued and 
31 entries were received. These covered 
a considerable range of solutions of the 
problem and generally the standard of 
design was high. Many competitors, 
however, lost sight of the fourth dimen- 
sion in design—cost—although the con- 
ditions had stressed the need for eco- 
nomy. 

The promotors are to be congratulated 
that through their enterprise in instigat- 
ing an open architectural competition a 
winning scheme has been found that is 
economical and workmanlike and will 
enable them to invest public money in 
buildings of which they can be proud. 
Although the conditions indicated that 
highly finished drawings were not 
required, many of the entries were beauti- 
fully presented. This factor was not 
allowed to influence the decision. 

DESIGN NO. 5 (First Premium): Ex- 
tracts from the assessor’s comments are 
given on facing page. They end with the 
following remarks: ‘The report shows 
clearly that very careful thought has been 
given to the scheme, and that the author 
has used his imagination to visualise all 
the various functions of the group of 
buildings and to plan for them accord- 
ingly. I gain the impression that the 
author of this scheme is a most con- 
scientious architect who will serve the 
promoters well.’ 

DESIGN NO. 24 (Second Premium): The 
concentration of the buildings into one 
rectangle has freed a large part of the 
site for landscaping and this has been 
well handled. Car parks are well hidden, 
but corners in the forecourt access would 
have to be eased off. The office block, in 
the form of a hollow square, is economical 
in circulation both horizontal and ver- 
tical. 

The council chamber gallery has most 
unsatisfactory sight lines and the problem 
would not be solved by mirrors on the 
rear wall. The public halls section, 
though attractively designed, is conceived 


on a much too lavish scale. It is con- 
sidered that the scheme could be built 
for the amount stated. 

DESIGN NO. 4 (Third Premium): The 
layout is most attractive and the traffic 
circulation good. The lowering of the 
ground around the central group of trees, 
however, would almost certainly kill 
them and this would have to be adjusted. 
The planning is exceptionally ‘ clean’ and 
would produce an admirable building. 
The elevations are exciting. However, 
insufficient regard has been paid to 
economy, and the cost of the council 
chamber, so attractive in appearance, 
would put it beyond the means of this 
relatively small authority. The estimate 
of cost is realistic. 

DESIGN NO. 2 (Commended): By link- 
ing the elements into one building sur- 
rounding a courtyard, this competitor has 
produced a most interesting solution. 
Cars are cleverly (though expensively) 
hidden from view. The elevations are 
forward-looking and possess great dig- 
nity. The external expression of the 
council chamber is particularly attractive. 
However, the rather over-generous spaces 
surrounding the assembly halls have 
resulted in this section being very costly 
and in bringing the total figure for the 
project well above an acceptable cost. 

DESIGN NO. 27 (Commended): The lay- 
out is attractive, and the handling of 
levels good. Car-parking arrangements are 
imaginatively contrived. The elevations 
are good and the massing well conceived. 
The planning of the office block is direct. 
However, the ‘ backstage’ arrangements 
are unsatisfactory.

The office block is very 
well planned and allows for rearrange- 
ment of partitions at any 4-ft. interval. 
The council suite is simple and dignified 
and the council chamber gains by its 
straightforward shape and _ practical 
arrangement. The ceremonial approach is 
well arranged. Public halls are planned 
with great economy. Minor improve- 
ments suggested are: (1) the ‘ relief bay’ 
for parking on Denmark-street would be 
better omitted and a normal lay-by sub- 
stituted; (2) parking spaces in upper park 
might be rearranged to allow cars to draw 
up alongside entrance canopy; (3) retain- 
ing wall near group of trees should be 
modified to avoid too drastic cutting of 
roots; (4) the upper-level entrance to large 
hall could be opened up by repositioning 
the pay box; and (5) a ‘ procession’ over 
the ceremonial bridge would flow better 
were the staircase reversed. 

The elevational treatment is virile and 
expressive of the various functions.

THE ARCHITECTS’ BRIEF on this new depart- 
ment store in Oxford-street for John Lewis 
& Co. Ltd., was never resolved in anything 
approaching definite terms, the whole process 
of design being carried on against a back- 
ground of the unknown future, influence on 
policy of changing circumstances, and the 
newly emerging building and town plan- 
ning negotiations. Two basic requirements 
remained constant, however: the site should 
be exploited to provide the greatest possible 
floor area, in a form suitable for maxi- 
mum expansion of sales departments; and a 
considerable proportion of the ground floor 
should have natural daylight. It has been 
established in principle that selling and its 
future expansion was acceptable only on 
floors each of the largest area, as near as 
possible to the ground and in any case within 
the maximum height of 80 feet allowable for 
use by the public. Although the archi- 
tects had reported on the relatively low effi- 
ciency of daylighting from enclosed light 
wells, the device was maintained and very 
largely determined the general planning form. 

Entrances to the shop are at eight points 
around the ground floor perimeter, their 
position being very largely influenced by the 
discharge from fire escape staircases. 

A vehicle dock in Old Cavendish-street 
provides for heavy goods traffic at ground level 
and is serviced by six goods lifts. An 
hydraulic lift conveys small vans from the 
ground level dock to subsidiary loading and 
unloading bays at basement and sub-base- 
ment. A goods receiving department is at 
basement level beneath the vehicle dock, and 
in the sub-basement there is a packing and 
parcel assembly section which is connected 
to all selling departments. 


Vertical circulation is via an escalator bank serving five floors

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A total of 220,000 square feet of sales area 
is disposed on the major parts of the base- 
ment, ground and first floors. In view of the 
probability of frequent changes in layout no 
attempt was made to plan specifically for each 
selling department. The requirement was 
simply floor area as unrestricted as possible 
and capable of adaption to changing needs. 
The planning of sales departments, design of 
fixtures and interior decoration was carried 
out by the Raymond Loewy Corporation of 
New York, under the client’s direction. 


Concerning elevational] treatment, the com- 
pany simply wished to operate behind a care- 
fully articulated pattern of solid and void in 
which the prime considerations were a careful 
study of maintenance costs and a quality of 
design which would not easily date. The two 
external materials, Portland stone and glazed 
faience, were selected for their freedom from 
maintenance costs and also the opportunity 
given by the latter for a modest use of per- 
manent colour. Windows are designed for 
cleaning from inside. Some expression has 
been given to the fire divisions of the building 
by the strongly emphasised frame motif which 
together with a regular pattern of mullions, 
results in strong tex:ure and modelling.

Council ‘ Very Disturbed’ Over Greater London Proposals 
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THE COUNCIL of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects is ‘ very disturbed’ at 
some of the recommendations of the 
Royal Commission on Local Government 
on the setting up of a Greater London 
Council. This was stated by SIR WILLIAM 
HOLFORD, President RIBA, at a Press con- 
ference on November 2 following the pre- 
vious day’s meeting of the Council. 

Sir William said that the Council was 
fearful that the splitting up of the func- 
tions concerned with urban renewal, 
planning and building control between 
the Greater London Council and the pro- 
posed 52 new Greater London Boroughs 
would be bad for architects and bad for 
architecture. The proposals, if adopted 
in their present form, would remove the 
initiative at present taken by the LCC in 
regard to big schemes, and would mean 
‘going back to borough councils 
muddling through.’ 

At the previous day’s meeting of the 
RIBA Council, the President reported, 
the following motion, proposed by Mr. 
E. E. HOLLAMBY. was accepted in 
principle: 

‘ That, via either an ad hoc working 
party or an existing committee, the 
Council should call for immediate 
consideration of the implications for 
planning, urban renewal and architec- 
ture of the report of the Royal Com- 
mission on London local government, 
and that a report should be submitted 
to the Council at their next meeting 
with proposals for whatever consulta- 
tion with other professional bodies, 
action and publicity are thought to be 
necessary to influence the Govern- 
ment on any legislation which may 
result from acceptance of the Royal 
Commission’s Report.’ 

Accordingly, said Sir William, it had 
been decided to set up a committee on 
the subject as a matter of urgency and. 
secondly, to approach other professional 
bodies and institutions with a view to 
ascertaining their views on the Royal 
Commission’s proposals. But first the 
RIBA had to make up its own mind as to 
what exactly the proposals meant. and 
thereafter the matter could be referred to 
the Parliamentary Committee for approp- 
riate action. 

The President added that he had read 
every word of the Royal Commission’s 
report, and although a number of points 
were still obscure, it struck him that the 
weakness of the proposed Greater Lon- 
don Council would be that it would 
possess ‘ considerable resources but very 
little power.’ 

Other matters made known at the Press 
conference were: 

Joint Consultative Committee of Archi- 
tects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders.— 
The Committee, said the President, had 
accomplished its original aims, but it now 
had a chance to do something really use- 
ful by having another look at tendering 
procedure. A ‘streamlined method of 
getting a building going faster’ was now 
very necessary, if only as an alternative 
to the ‘ package deal.’ New draft terms 
of reference have been drawn up for the 


Committee and have been before the 
Council, but publication must await 
approval by the other bodies concerned. 

Architects’ Inquiry by Social Surveys 
(Gallup Poll) Ltd.—The Public Relations 
Committee have studied the tables and 
the main findings of the recent survey 
and while some interesting points seem 
to emerge they cannot help feeling that 
some of the assumptions drawn from the 
tables by Gallup Poll are on the optimis- 
tic side. Nevertheless, the tables them- 
selves indicate certain lines on which the 
Public Relations Committee might be 
wise to concentrate some of their efforts. 
Three in particular seem to be obvious: 

(a) The need to publicise the fact 
that architects are concerned with 
supervision and costs and interested 
in landscape and interior design. 

(b) The need to inform and to 
encourage the interest of young people 
in the work of architects. 

(c) The need to expand public rela- 
tions activities so as to reach a higher 
proportion of the general public as 


well as to continue directing publicity 
to special groups. 

IUA Congress (July 3-7, 1961). 
Arrangements have been made for the 
payment of the registration fees for the 
1961 IUA Congress in instalments by 
banker's order. The registration fees are 
£18 (for Full or Observer Members), £15 
(for Associate Members) or £5 (Student 
Members). The only condition, and it 
is an important one, is that application 
for registration must be made before 
January 1, 1961. Those who register 
before that date thus gain a double ad- 
vantage: they can pay by instalments over 
six months, and they avoid the addi- 
tional ‘ late fee ’ of £2 which is chargeable 
to those who register after January 1. 
Details about the arrangements for pay- 
ing by banker’s order are obtainable from 
the Organising Secretary, 1961 IUA Con- 
gress, 66 Portland-place, W1. 


London Building Productivity Commit- 
tee —Mr. Howard Lobb, FRIBA, who is 
the Institute’s representative on this Com- 
mittee. has been appointed to serve on a 
panel to prepare the specification of a 
film ‘Advance Planning in Building.’ This 
film will be a companion to one made 
previously, ‘Work Study Aids Builders.’ 


Authorities Without Chief Architects 


‘Lowering Standards of Design, Preventing Economies’ State RIBA 


THE ROYAL INSTITUTE OF BRITISH ARCHI- 
TECTS calls atterition, in a memorandum 
sent this week to many local authorities, 
the associations of local authorities, and 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, to the failure of hundreds 
of local authorities with substantial build- 
ing programmes to appoint Chief Archi- 
tects to be responsible for them. The 
memorandum points out that the failure 
to appoint chief architects is inevitably 
responsible for the lowering of standards 
of design and performance, and for in- 
different siting and landscaping, and pre- 
vents the realisation of economies 
through a continuous, co-ordinated build- 
ing programme under appropriate profes- 
sional control. 

It is an astonishing fact that in these 
days of immense and unparalleled respon- 
sibility for building work by local 
authorities there are 34 County Boroughs 
in England and Wales. with a total popu- 
lation of more than 34 million people, 
and a building programme of the order 
of £100 million a year, that still have no 
Chief Architect. These include four 
county towns (Carlisle, Chester, Ipswich 
and Nottingham—though Nottingham is 
considering making an appointment); 
three major seaside resorts in Sussex 
(Brighton, Eastbourne, and Hastings); 
sixteen boroughs in Lancashire and York- 
shire (Barrow-in-Furness, Blackburn, 
Bootle, Burnley, Bury, Oldham, Preston, 
Rochdale. St. Helen’s, Salford, Warring- 
ton, Wigan. Barnsley, Halifax, Rother- 
ham, Wakefield); four in the Tyne-Tees 
area (Gateshead, Middlesbrough, South 
Shields and Tynemouth); three in the 
West Midlands (Smethwick, West Brom- 
wich and Wolverhampton); two Greater 
London boroughs (Croydon and East 


Ham); Grimsby, Yarmouth, and Bath. 
Several of these boroughs have a popula- 
tion exceeding 100,000, and they include 
several towns of exceptional architectural 
merit. 

Some 90 non-county boroughs with 
populations over 40,000 and building pro- 
grammes totalling millions of pounds, 
and many of the larger urban and rural 
district councils, are in the same position. 
The non-county boroughs include such 
large authorities as Harrow (pop. 214,000), 
Hendon (pop. 151,000), and Ilford (pop. 
181.000), and such historic towns as 
Cambridge and Cheltenham. Only five 
of the 28 Metropolitan Boroughs have 
Chief Architects. 

This situation is largely a legacy of 
history. For more than 50 years the 
Engineer/Surveyor, appointed originally 
to safeguard health and sanitation and 
for long the only technical officer, has 
absorbed a succession of functions, even 
including new building work on which 
local authorities now spend some £400 
million annually. Yet it is the architect, 
whose very title has statutory recogni- 
tion, who by training and disposition is 
qualified to design buildings and to hold 
a just balance between a complex of needs 
—economic, technical, functional, socio- 
logical and artistic. 

Anomalies in any organisation that 
have grown up through rapid expansion 
are seldom easy to correct overnight, but 
the establishment of independent Archi- 
tects’ Departments has increased rapidly 
in recent years. All but one of the 62 
administrative Counties in England and 
Wales now have them. During the last 
20 years the number of country boroughs 
with independent Architects’ Departments 
has risen from 14 to 47.

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A total of 220,000 square feet of sales area 
is disposed on the major parts of the base- 
ment, ground and first floors.

The two 
external materials, Portland stone and glazed 
faience, were selected for their freedom from 
maintenance costs and also the opportunity 
given by the latter for a modest use of per- 
manent colour. Windows are designed for 
cleaning from inside. Some expression has 
been given to the fire divisions of the building 
by the strongly emphasised frame motif which 
together with a regular pattern of mullions, 
results in strong tex‘ure and modelling.

Council ‘ Very Disturbed’ Over Greater London Proposals 


THE COUNCIL of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects is ‘ very disturbed’ at 
some of the recommendations of the 
Royal Commission on Local Government 
on the setting up of a Greater London 
Council. This was stated by SIR WILLIAM 
HOLFORD, President RIBA, at a Press con- 
ference on November 2 following the pre- 
vious day’s meeting of the Council. 

Sir William said that the Council was 
fearful that the splitting up of the func- 
tions concerned with urban renewal, 
planning and building control between 
the Greater London Council and the pro- 
posed 52 new Greater London Boroughs 
would be bad for architects and bad for 
architecture. The proposals, if adopted 
in their present form, would remove the 
initiative at present taken by the LCC in 
regard to big schemes, and would mean 
‘going back to borough councils 
muddling through.’ 

At the previous day’s meeting of the 
RIBA Council, the President reported, 
the following motion, proposed by Mr. 
E. E. HOLLAMBY. was accepted in 
principle: 

* That, via either an ad hoc working 
party or an existing committee, the 
Council should call for immediate 
consideration of the implications for 
planning, urban renewal and architec- 
ture of the report of the Royal Com- 
mission on London local government. 
and that a report should be submitted 
to the Council at their next meeting 
with proposals for whatever consulta- 
tion with other professional bodies, 
action and publicity are thought to be 
necessary to influence the Govern- 
ment on any legislation which may 
result from acceptance of the Royal 
Commission’s Report.’ 

Accordingly, said Sir William, it had 
been decided to set up a committee on 
the subject as a matter of urgency and. 
secondly, to approach other professional 
bodies and institutions with a view to 
ascertaining their views on the Royal 
Commission’s proposals. But first the 
RIBA had to make up its own mind as to 
what exactly the proposals meant. and 
thereafter the matter could be referred to 
the Parliamentary Committee for approp- 
riate action. 

The President added that he had read 
every word of the Royal Commission’s 
report, and although a number of points 
were still obscure, it struck him that the 
weakness of the proposed Greater Lon- 
don Council would be that it would 
possess ‘considerable resources but very 
little power.’ 

Other matters made known at the Press 
conference were: 

Joint Consultative Committee of Archi- 
tects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders.— 
The Committee, said the President. had 
accomplished its original aims, but it now 
had a chance to do something really use- 
ful by having another look at tendering 
procedure. A ‘streamlined method of 
getting a building going faster’ was now 
very necessary, if only as an alternative 
to the ‘ package deal.’ New draft terms 
of reference have been drawn up for the 


Committee and have been before the 
Council, but publication must await 
approval by the other bodies concerned. 

Architects’ Inquiry by Social Surveys 
(Gallup Poll) Ltd.—The Public Relations 
Committee have studied the tables and 
the main findings of the recent survey 
and while some interesting points seem 
to emerge they cannot help feeling that 
some of the assumptions drawn from the 
tables by Gallup Poll are on the optimis- 
tic side. Nevertheless, the tables them- 
selves indicate certain lines on which the 
Public Relations Committee might be 
wise to concentrate some of their efforts. 
Three in particular seem to be obvious: 

(a) The need to publicise the fact 
that architects are concerned with 
supervision and costs and interested 
in landscape and interior design. 

(b) The need to inform and to 
encourage the interest of young people 
in the work of architects. 

(c) The need to expand public rela- 
tions activities so as to reach a higher 
proportion of the general public as 


well as to continue directing publicity 
to special groups. 

IUA Congress (July 3-7, 1961). 
Arrangements have been made for the 
payment of the registration fees for the 
1961 IUA Congress in instalments by 
banker’s order. The registration fees are 
£18 (for Full or Observer Members), £15 
(for Associate Members) or £5 (Student 
Members). The only condition, and it 
is an important one, is that application 
for registration must be made before 
January 1, 1961. Those who register 
before that date thus gain a double ad- 
vantage: they can pay by instalments over 
six months, and they avoid the addi- 
tional ‘ late fee’ of £2 which is chargeable 
to those who register after January 1. 
Details about the arrangements for pay- 
ing by banker’s order are obtainable from 
the Organising Secretary, 1961 IUA Con- 
gress, 66 Portland-place, W1. 


London Building Productivity Commit- 
tee.—Mr. Howard Lobb, FRIBA, who is 
the Institute’s representative on this Com- 
mittee, has been appointed to serve on a 
panel to prepare the specification of a 
film ‘Advance Planning in Building.’ This 
film will be a companion to one made 
previously, ‘Work Study Aids Builders.’ 


Authorities Without Chief Architects 


‘Lowering Standards of Design, Preventing Economies’ State RIBA 


THE ROYAL INSTITUTE OF BRITISH ARCHI- 
TECTS calls attention, in a memorandum 
sent this week to many local authorities, 
the associations of local authorities, and 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, to the failure of hundreds 
of local authorities with substantial build- 
ing programmes to appoint Chief Archi- 
tects to be responsible for them. The 
memorandum points out that the failure 
to appoint chief architects is inevitably 
responsible for the lowering of standards 
of design and performance, and for in- 
different siting and landscaping, and pre- 
vents the realisation of economies 
through a continuous, co-ordinated build- 
ing programme under appropriate profes- 
sional control. 

It is an astonishing fact that in these 
days of immense and unparalleled respon- 
sibility for building work by local 
authorities there are 34 County Boroughs 
in England and Wales. with a total popu- 
lation of more than 34 million people, 
and a building programme of the order 
of £100 million a year, that still have no 
Chief Architect. These include four 
county towns (Carlisle, Chester, Ipswich 
and Nottingham—though Nottingham is 
considering making an appointment); 
three major seaside resorts in Sussex 
(Brighton, Eastbourne, and Hastings); 
sixteen boroughs in Lancashire and York- 
shire (Barrow-in-Furness, Blackburn, 
Bootle, Burnley, Bury, Oldham, Preston, 
Rochdale. St. Helen’s, Salford, Warring- 
ton, Wigan. Barnsley, Halifax, Rother- 
ham, Wakefield); four in the Tyne-Tees 
area (Gateshead, Middlesbrough, South 
Shields and Tynemouth); three in the 
West Midlands (Smethwick, West Brom- 
wich and Wolverhampton); two Greater 
London boroughs (Croydon and East 


Ham); Grimsby, Yarmouth, and Bath. 
Several of these boroughs have a popula- 
tion exceeding 100,000, and they include 
several towns of exceptional architectural 
merit. 

Some 90 non-county boroughs with 
populations over 40,000 and building pro- 
grammes totalling millions of pounds, 
and many of the larger urban and rural 
district councils, are in the same position. 
The non-county boroughs include such 
large authorities as Harrow (pop. 214,000), 
Hendon (pop. 151,000), and Ilford (pop. 
181.000), and such historic towns as 
Cambridge and Cheltenham. Only five 
of the 28 Metropolitan Boroughs have 
Chief Architects. 

This situation is largely a legacy of 
history. For more than 50 years the 
Engineer/Surveyor, appointed originally 
to safeguard health and sanitation and 
for long the only technical officer, has 
absorbed a succession of functions, even 
including new building work on which 
local authorities now spend some £400 
million annually. Yet it is the architect, 
whose very title has statutory recogni- 
tion, who by training and disposition is 
qualified to design buildings and to hold 
a just balance between a complex of needs 
—economic, technical, functional, socio- 
logical and artistic. 

Anomalies in any organisation that 
have grown up through rapid expansion 
are seldom easy to correct overnight, but 
the establishment of independent Archi- 
tects’ Departments has increased rapidly 
in recent years. All but one of the 62 
administrative Counties in England and 
Wales now have them. During the last 
20 years the number of country boroughs 
with independent Architects’ Departments 
has risen from 14 to 47.

THE PREMISES are on a long, narrow site, backing onto 
St. Mary-street, with a frontage to Chesterfield-place. 
It was decided to pull down and rebuild the part 
facing Chesterfield-place and to adapt and modify the 
premises in St. Mary-street. 

Banking had to continue during building, and the 
work was planned in three stages: (1) To provide 
staff rooms and lavatories in a portion of the St. Mary- 
street premises with a temporary room for the manager; 
(2) the building of the Chesterfield-place end of the 
structure; (3) banking was then transferred to the 
Chesterfield-place side and the remainder of the work 
completed on St. Mary-street. 

The banking hall is lit from windows and glazed 
doors in the Chesterfield-place front and by roof lights 
in the flat roof at the back of the Manager’s living 
accommodation. Strongrooms, heating chamber and 
stationery store are provided in the basement, banking 
hall, waiting rooms and securities at ground floor level, 
and machine rooms and typists at first floor level, 
with staff room and lavatories over. The manager's 
accommodation is planned at first, second and third 
floor levels on the Chesterfield-place front with the 
principal rooms facing over the sea. A large balcony 
is also provided at third floor level commanding fine 
views. 

The basement to the new portion of the building 
was constructed in reinforced concrete tanked with 
asphalt. In order to facilitate erection and for speed 
a steel frame was seated on the concrete sub-structure. 
Upper floors are constructed in precast concrete hollow 
pots, and the flat roof over the banking hal! is in 
reinforced concrete. 

Travertine marble is used for the banking hall floor, 
access lobbies, and counter front. Walls are panelled

An Italian Building Collapse; Town and Country Planning Act; 
All-in-Service; 20th-Century Adaptation of Tradition 


s1r,—The report, on the result of the in- 
quiry into this tragedy, near Trani, Italy, 
published in ‘ The Builder’ of October 
28, was surprisingly brief and incomplete 
for an occurrence of such interest to all 
engaged in building, emphasising as it 
does the dangers of inferior design and 
construction. The note omitted to men- 
tion that the local authority had to pay 
compensation to the dependants of the 
victims or that the officer responsible for 
sanctioning the design received a sen- 
tence of 15 years (this was suspended 
because of the poor health of the officer). 

The persons most vitally concerned in 
such matters would appear to be the 
engineer who designs and the local 
authority officer who recommends 
approval, not the architect as stated in 
*The Builder’ Note. Whilst we can be 
reasonably confident that our general 
standards of design and construction are 
such as to prevent such major tragedies 
in this country, the present volume of 
work and the increased use of specialist 
design, with accent on speed and 
economy, can well lead to undesirably 
low standards. 

There is little doubt that the greatest 
safeguard against the use of inferior 
designs is a vigilant building by-law 
authority, yet it is to be regretted that few 
local authorities are at present sufficiently 
equipped to carry out their ever increas- 
ing duties in this direction. 

Whether authorities are fully alive to 
this situation and their duties remains to 
be seen, but the Italian tragedy might 
well be used to spotlight the need and I 
feel ‘ The Builder’ should provide a more 
full report on this tragedy and resulting 
inquiry.

Town and Country Planning Act, 1947 


sir,—An interesting ruling has recently 
been given by the Minister after a hear- 
ing of an appeal against a condition im- 
posed by the Hampshire County Council 
in giving permission to develop a resi- 
dential estate near Alton. 

The condition was not an uncommon 
one imposed on estate developers and, 
although it has been a feature of planning 
permissions given to development firms 
in both a large and small way of business, 
it has apparently never been contested 
before. 

The Minister's decision may therefore 
be of interest to many of your readers. 

The facts, in outline, were that the 
Hampshire County Council in granting 
permission to develop a small plot of land 


for the erection of 24 dwellings required 
that the estate road should be con- 
structed right up to the boundary of an 
adjoining field and well beyond the point 
where it was required to service the 
dwellings on the estate for which applica- 
tion was made. 

The object of the condition was, of 
course, that the adjoining field could be 
developed at a later date without the 
owner having to negotiate with the appel- 
lants. To comply with this condition 
would mean, virtually, that the appellants 
would be making a gift of a length of 
road solely for the benefit of an adjoining 
owner and thus the Hampshire County 
Council would be interfering in the nor- 
mal contractual relations between private 
parties. 

As a consultant engineer to Messrs. 
F. C. Fairhead Ltd., I advised them to 
appeal and I gave evidence at the hear- 
ing. 

The Minister in allowing the appeal 
stated that he was unable to accept that 
the extension of the estate road to the 
boundary of the site was expedient in 
connection with the erection of the 
houses authorised by the planning per- 
mission and, in his opinion, the imposi- 
tion so far as it concerns this matter is 
not authorised by Section 14 (2) (a) of the 
Town and Country Planning Act

20th-century Adaptation of Tradition 
sir,—On the south-west side of North 
End, Croydon, nearly opposite the Whit- 
gift Hospital, in part of a building that 
is threatened with demolition for street 
widening and closed but not yet down, 
there still remains the charming first-floor 
café room (1925) of Wilson's Café. It 
was designed by the late Mr. Hugh

‘ Building Industry Busy in 1961’ 


THE JOINT CONSULTATIVE COMMITTEE OF 
ARCHITECTS, QUANTITY SURVEYORS AND 
BUILDERS has considered the likely trend 
of building activity in 1961 in the light of 
information provided by each of the three 
constituent bodies (the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors and the National 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers). 

The Committee was impressed by the 
fact that all three, after carrying out quite 
independent and separate investigations, 
have concluded that the building industry 
will be just as busy in 1961 as in 1960. 
With this certainty of outlook the Joint 
Consultative Committee urges that (a) 
architects, surveyors and building owners 
should make increased efforts to furnish 
contractors with all relevant information 
and drawings on time, and contractors 
should make full use of such informa- 
tion; (b) manufacturers of building 
materials should raise their output sights 
even higher; and (c) building contractors 
should improve still further their recruit- 
ment and registration of apprentices.

RIBA Christmas Holiday Lectures 


THE ROYAL INSTITUTE OF BRITISH ARCHI- 
TECTS has announced the details of its 
Christmas Holiday Lectures for boys and 
girls, The programme comprises two 
informal illustrated talks by Mr. Eric 
Lyons, OBE, FRIBA, on the subject of 
‘Neighbourly Houses—-modern houses 
and their environment.’ They will be 
given in the Henry Jarvis Memorial Hall, 
66 Portland-place, London, Wl, on 
December 28 and 29. Mr. Lyons will 
introduce the lectures by relating house 
design, the creation of an environment for 
living, to the modern scene. He will 
illustrate airports, motor roads, cars, 
stadia, etc., and compare the design of 
houses with other types of buildings. The 
economic, social and town planning 
aspects of grouped houses will be dis- 
cussed. Tickets for both lectures may 
be obtained without cost from the Secre- 
tary, RIBA. The lectures will begin 
promptly at 3 p.m. each day. 


Government Proposals for Covent Garden 


DETAILS of the Government’s plan for the 
reorganisation and reconstruction of 
Covent Garden market were published on 
November 7 by the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries and Food. The object of 
the new Covent Garden Bill is to create 
a streamlined and modernised market in 
which traders can have all the benefits of 
a rational layout and the complete range 
of up-to-date mechanical handling and 
storage facilities. This will rid the mar- 
ket of the immense delays now caused 
by congestion in and around the market, 
and enable it to handle — greater volume 
of business more economically and with 
greater speed. 

This reorganisation will be achieved by 
bringing the marketing activities under 
the control of a public authority. This 


authority, to be known as the Covent 
Garden Market Authority, will acquire 
the properties at present owned by 
Covent Garden Market Ltd., and con- 
centrate the market activities into a more 
compact area. They will eventually re- 
build the market, either on its present 
site, or on a new one, within the Covent 
Garden area. They will also provide faci- 
lities for the storage of containers and 
bulk produce in an annexe to be built 
outside the area for which a 5-acre site 
has already been found at the junction 
of Old-street and City-road. 

The new authority’s revenue will’ be 
derived from rents, tolls and other market 
charges and from property development. 
Provision has, however, been made in 
the Bill for the Authority to obtain 
initial capital of £8m. from the Exchequer. 
This figure, it has been estimated, is re- 
quired for purchasing property and later 
for the construction of the new market. 


*The Builder’ Prizes at the Bartlett

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An Italian Building Collapse; Town and Country Planning Act;

sir,—The report, on the result of the in- 
quiry into this tragedy, near Trani, Italy, 
published in ‘The Builder’ of October 
28, was surprisingly brief and incomplete 
for an occurrence of such interest to all 
engaged in building, emphasising as it 
does the dangers of inferior design and 
construction. The note omitted to men- 
tion that the local authority had to pay 
compensation to the dependants of the 
victims or that the officer responsible for 
sanctioning the design received a sen- 
tence of 15 years (this was suspended 
because of the poor health of the officer). 

The persons most vitally concerned in 
such matters would appear to be the 
engineer who designs and the local 
authority officer who recommends 
approval, not the architect as stated in 
‘The Builder’ Note. Whilst we can be 
reasonably confident that our general 
standards of design and construction are 
such as to prevent such major tragedies 
in this country, the present volume of 
work and the increased use of specialist 
design, with accent on speed and 
economy, can well lead to undesirably 
low standards. 

There is little doubt that the greatest 
safeguard against the use of inferior 
designs is a vigilant building by-law 
authority, yet it is to be regretted that few 
local authorities are at present sufficiently 
equipped to carry out their ever increas 
ing duties in this direction. 

Whether authorities are fully alive to 
this situation and their duties remains to 
be seen, but the Italian tragedy might 
well be used to spotlight the need and I 
feel ‘ The Builder’ should provide a more 
full report on this tragedy and resulting 
inquiry.

sir,—An interesting ruling has recently 
been given by the Minister after a hear- 
ing of an appeal against a condition im- 
posed by the Hampshire County Council 
in giving permission to develop a resi 
dential estate near Alton. 

The condition was not an uncommon 
one imposed on estate developers and, 
although it has been a feature of planning 
permissions given to development firms 
in both a large and small way of business, 
it has apparently never been contested 
before. 

The Minister's decision may therefore 
be of interest to many of your readers. 

The facts, in outline, were that the 
Hampshire County Council in granting 
permission to develop a small plot of land 


for the erection of 24 dwellings required 
that the estate road should be con- 
structed right up to the boundary of an 
adjoining field and well beyond the point 
where it was required to service the 
dwellings on the estate for which applica- 
tion was made. 

The object of the condition was, of 
course, that the adjoining field could be 
developed at a later date without the 
owner having to negotiate with the appel- 
lants. To comply with this condition 
would mean, virtually, that the appellants 
would be making a gift of a length of 
road solely for the benefit of an adjoining 
owner and thus the Hampshire County 
Council would be interfering in the nor- 
mal contractual relations between private 
parties. 

As a consultant engineer to Messrs. 
F. C. Fairhead Ltd., I advised them to 
appeal and I gave evidence at the hear- 
ing. 

The Minister in allowing the appeal 
stated that he was unable to accept that 
the extension of the estate road to the 
boundary of the site was expedient in 
connection with the erection of the 
houses authorised by the planning per- 
mission and, in his opinion, the imposi- 
tion so far as it concerns this matter is 
not authorised by Section 14 (2) (a) of the 
Town and Country Planning Act

‘ Building Industry Busy in 1961’ 


THE JOINT CONSULTATIVE COMMITTEE OF 
ARCHITECTS, QUANTITY SURVEYORS AND 
BUILDERS has considered the likely trend 
of building activity in 1961 in the light of 
information provided by each of the three 
constituent bodies (the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors and the National 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers). 

The Committee was impressed by the 
fact that all three, after carrying out quite 
independent and separate investigations, 
have concluded that the building industry 
will be just as busy in 1961 as in 1960. 
With this certainty of outlook the Joint 
Consultative Committee urges that (a) 
architects, surveyors and building owners 
should make increased efforts to furnish 
contractors with all relevant information 
and drawings on time, and contractors 
should make full use of such informa- 
tion; (b) manufacturers of building 
materials should raise their output sights 
even higher; and (c) building contractors 
should improve still further their recruit- 
ment and registration of apprentices.

RIBA Christmas Holiday Lectures 


THE ROYAL INSTITUTE OF BRITISH ARCHI- 
TECTS has announced the details of its 
Christmas Holiday Lectures for boys and 
girls, The programme comprises two 
informal illustrated talks by Mr. Eric 
Lyons, OBE, FRIBA, on the subject of 
‘Neighbourly Houses—-modern houses 
and their environment.’

Government Proposals for Covent Garden 


DETAILS of the Government’s plan for the 
reorganisation and _ reconstruction of 
Covent Garden market were published on 
November 7 by the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries and Food. The object of 
the new Covent Garden Bill is to create 
a streamlined and modernised market in 
which traders can have all the benefits of 
a rational layout and the complete range 
of up-to-date mechanical handling and 
storage facilities. This will rid the mar- 
ket of the immense delays now caused 
by congestion in and around the market, 
and enable it to handle a greater volume 
of business more economically and with 
greater speed. 

This reorganisation will be achieved by 
bringing the marketing activities under 
the control of a public authority. This 


authority, to be known as the Covent 
Garden Market Authority, will acquire 
the properties at present owned by 
Covent Garden Market Ltd., and con- 
centrate the market activities into a more 
compact area. They will eventually re- 
build the market, either on its present 
site, or on a new one, within the Covent 
Garden area. They will also provide faci- 
lities for the storage of containers and 
bulk produce in an annexe to be built 
outside the area for which a 5-acre site 
has already been found at the junction 
of Old-street and City-road. 

The new authority’s revenue will be 
derived from rents, tolls and other market 
charges and from property development. 
Provision has, however, been made in 
the Bill for the Authority to obtain 
initial capital of £8m. from the Exchequer. 
This figure, it has been estimated, is re- 
quired for purchasing property and later 
for the construction of the new market.

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The RIBA Presidential 


Address 


by Sir William Holford 


On Tuesday evening, November 1, Sir William Holford gave his inaugural 
address to the RIBA, which was followed by the unveiling of Sir Jacob 


Epstein’s bust of Sir Basil Spence, PPRIBA. 


from Sir William’s address : 


ALREADY, since I took office on July 1, 
said SIR WILLIAM, some of the perennial 
problems of architecture and society have 
come up again, in an acute and practical 
form, in the domestic and public events 
of the last four months. Inside the insti- 
tute we have been undergoing, for the 
last four years, a re-appraisal of our func- 
tions, our constitution, our educational 
system, and our external relations. It has 
not been an easy period for Presidents, 
nor Chairmen of Committees, nor for 
Officers old or new. For the last two 
years the Institute has been fortunate in 
having that vigorous, warm-hearted figure, 
Basil Spence, riding at the head of the 
column, and ready any day to break a 
lance in the tilt-yard for the sake of the 
colours that he and all architects carry. 


The Preservation Movements 


Architects (continued Sir William) have 
played a leading part in the formation 
and the affairs of civic, amenity and pre- 
servation societies up and down the 
country, in the CPRE & W, the Georgian 
Group, the Civic Trust, and the depart- 
mental advisory committees and councils. 
They have done this, I think, out of 
sheer respect for architecture—no matter 
what its period. They have realised what 
a large part it plays—particularly in a 
country with such a remarkable building 
inheritance as our own—in the setting of 
our daily lives; and they have shared the 
conviction of all true conservationists 
that we are trustees for posterity. There- 
fore nothing that is significant in our 
social, scientific, building or natural his- 
tory should be either needlessly or heed- 
lessly destroyed. 

All this has added immeasurably to the 
strength of the preservation movement. 
It is teaching people to see and, having 
seen, to care—not only for historic build- 
ings, but for their environment as a whole. 
I am sure it is a good influence, also, on 
the architect. Far from giving him anti- 
quarian or revivalist leanings, it is more 
likely to confirm him in his architectural 
task, which is to reach an equal signi- 
ficance in his own contemporary work. 

When, however, the motive for preser- 
vation is fear—fear of change, fear of 
the loss of an accustomed scale or 
character, or the vague fear of something 
worse which may take the place of what 
is demolished—then the architect suffers 
from a divided loyalty. If he has any 
confidence at all in his powers of design, 
he cannot agree that the new must be 
worse than the old. But these ‘ votes of 
no confidence ’"—for that is what they are 

-have become quite common in recent 
years. In a few individual cases they 
may have been justified; but it would be 
a sad day for this Island Kingdom if pre- 
servation of the past were to be regarded 
as a more important principle than

In looking towards this future, our 
most important partner in building enter- 
prise is certainly the client—both public 
and private—who has the will to build 
and the resources to build and the intelli- 
gence to call to his side the right com- 
bination of skills to translate his loosely- 
formulated requirements into reality. 
Commissions are no longer simple and 
autocratic but administratively complex. 
Here are two examples of the way in 
which that complexity could be reduced, 
and a waste of professional talent 
avoided. On both of these we are 
appealing to our official clients in the 
friendliest way possible to discuss the 
matter with us: 


Competition by Tender 

The first example is competition by 
tender—the methods now adopted for 
securing competition by deveiopers and 
their professional advisers, to rebuild 
certain key areas in the centres of towns 
and to pay a ground rent for them. I do 
not to propose to weary you with the 
details of our case; but as it has raised 
controversy as well as interest, I would 
like to take this brief opportunity to com- 
ment on it. The RIBA has organised 
architectural competitions for a very long 
time. The basic principles are that the 
conditions of competition should be the 
same for all competitors and binding on 
them, and that the name of the assessors 
and the method of assessment should be 
known at the outset. These stipulations 
have in fact passed into the code of prac- 
tice for international competitions as 
approved by the International Union of 
Architects—the body who are about to 
hold their Sixth Congress here in London 
next July. 

Without these safeguards there is likely 
to be considerable waste and frustration 
of effort on the part not only of the 
architects who prepare plans, perspec- 
tives and models, but of the professional 
advisers on finance, surveying, valuation 
and engineering, and of the development 
company itself. 

This was why we invited local authori- 
ties to discuss remedies; and I think we 
were right to do so. But the suggestions 
we made may not be altogether correct 
or complete. In particular we may not 
have given sufficient emphasis to the im- 
portance on the one hand of having com- 
bined professional expertise in the 
drawing up of the original programme, 
and on the other of having a thoroughly 
realistic and integrated scheme—econo- 
mically and architecturally—between the 
developer and his architect. Both these 
suggestions were implied, but may not 
have been sufficiently stated. We should 
welcome further discussions on this, both 
with the authorities and with our sister

professions; and in particular the advice 
of the Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors, if they are willing to give it. Our 
main object is to ensure that these com- 
petitions are fair, productive, and not 
too wasteful in terms of professional skill 
and effort. 

The second matter on which we are 
appealing to local authorities is the 
appointment of Chief Architects where- 
ever there is a big building programme 
to be carried out by or on behalf of the 
authority. We hope that we shall have 
the goodwill of all our professional col- 
leagues in this, as we know we have that 
of the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. The efficient administration 
of building requirements can seldom be 
achieved by a committee, or by officers 
with other overriding responsibilities— 
and memorable architecture never. But 
this is what is badly needed if the centres 
of our towns are to be rebuilt and if the 
urban scene is to regain something of 
its former quality, despite the traffic 
explosion which is occurring everywhere, 
and the mechanical invasion which is 
creating a complication of piped and 
cabled services that the 18th century 
never knew. 


Collaboration of Architects and 
Engineers 


_What of our partners the engineers— 
civil, municipal, structural and mechani- 
cal? In my own experience—and I have 
worked with engineers for most of my 
professional life—I have noted a signi- 
ficant fact: that wherever there is col- 
laboration between architect and engineer 
on a common problem involving design, 
calculation and construction, friction 
quickly disappears. It exists only where 
working collaboration has not taken place, 
or is forced by some administrative 
arrangement on to the unwilling or the 
incompetent. I also believe that the 
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mutual respect which responsible profes- 
sionals owe one another in a technological 
system which grows more specialised 
every day, could be complemented by 
closer definition of each other’s aptitudes 
and by a greater willingness to play an 
advisory réle where the major executive 
responsibility belongs to a colleague. 

Architects, for example, are used to 
calling in engineering consultants on the 
design, structure and equipment of build- 
ings in which human considerations are 
dominant—by which I mean the way the 
building is used, its social and biological 
requirements, its appearance as a symbol, 
as part of an urban or landscape setting. 

Conversely, engineers in charge both 
technically and administratively of large 
construction programmes, can and should 
call in the architect to advise on the 
human and landscape aspects of their 
work—and are frequently doing so—with- 
out relinquishing their major responsibi- 
lity for plant and machines, which they 
uncerstand far better than we do, and 
which often determine—sometimes a long 
way in advance of actual construction— 
the general form and programme of build- 
ing. Nonetheless, as the Electricity 
Generating Board is showing in the 
nuclear stations at Berkeley, Bradwell 
and Hinkley Point and in coal-fired 
stations such as Marchwood and High 
Marnham, the architect’s contribution 
though modest, can be significant, all the 
way from first considerations of massing 
to the last section of perimeter fence. 
New generating stations—and even 
switching stations—will, we hope, pro- 
vide further evidence of its value. This 
is not a case for power politics, which 
has never been a weapon in the artist’s 
armoury and should not be used by the 
technician. It is simply a question of 
whether the architect has a contribution 
to make, and if so, how to establish the 
terms of co-operation. 


The Urban Environment 


This has been in our minds during the 
recent controversy on motor roads. Mr. 
Frederick Gibberd showed very clearly 
in a paper he read here at a joint meet- 
ing, that as these roads penetrate the 
built-up areas they become more and 
more of an architectural problem. Traffic 
engineering then becomes part of the 
planning of buildings, of car parking and 
garaging in all its forms, of street blocks 
and of complete sectors of towns, and 
this in turn introduces the control of 
land use, valuation, policing and manage- 
ment. If architectural and town planning 
advice is left out of this combined opera- 
tion, even though it may neither initiate 
nor direct it, the gain in one form of 
circulation will be cancelled by the loss 
in others and the object of all journeys 
into the town made less attainable and 
less worth-while. 

In our job as advisers on building and 
building development— in all its forms— 
our constant problem is to work towards 
better solutions through the actual facts 
of the case. This is necessary most of 
all in our relations with the building 
industry, which includes owners and 
developers, building and civil engineering 
contractors and the manufacturers and 
suppliers of building matcrials. We can- 


not be all things to all men; but we should 
represent something definite and neces- 
sary to each section of the industry. 
To do that we must be professionally 
independent, whether we advise govern- 
ment departments, local authorities or 
private clients. Architects have many 
attachments. We enjoy working on our 
own; but we also enjoy working with 
scientists and administrators, craftsmen 
and builders, artists and technologists of 
all sorts. But whatever our attachments, 
we strive to retain an independent out- 
look. Otherwise our architectural judg- 
ment is muffled, and therefore worth less. 
It is this aspect of the so-called ‘ package 
deal,’ and of the incorporation of archi- 
tects into other types of office where they 
cannot give objective advice to their 
clients (or sometimes even meet them) 
that causes us regret; it is not the chal- 
lenge of a new form of building organisa- 
tion. That could be met by new forms 
of professional organisation. Personally 
and here I am not briefed by the RIBA 
Practice Committee—-I should be happy 
to see some minor amendments to our 
Code, to enable a more complete tech- 
nical design service to come into being. 


The Adventure of Building 


There is nothing so relaxing to the 
fretted individual as creating something 
with his hands; and the building or re- 
building of a housing group or a town 
centre could have the same tonic effect 
on a community. When the viewing 
gallery is opened overlooking a site 
excavation, when scaffolding climbs into 
the sky, and rooms take shape, and great 
interiors like the Festival Hall or 
Coventry Cathedral fill with sound, then 
the neuroses of urban life fall away—and 
not only for the moment. The problem 
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is to get as many people as possible to 
participate in the adventure of building, 
and having participated to remain 
attached, so that the environment as a 
whole improves. 

I am therefore quite confident that 
architecture will be more enjoyed in both 
the passive and the active sense. And if 
I may venture a prophesy, it is that this 
country will succeed in avoiding an urban 
landscape dominated by office buildings, 
as a contrast to the landscape of the 
Middle Ages, which was dominated by 
religious buildings. The growth of 
administration in every activity of life, 
and the fact that office rents bring the 
highest return (except perhaps for illu- 
minated advertisements) is bound to mean 
an increase of tall, functional, cellular 
slabs and towers. What I imagine we 
shall not allow is their displacement of 
all other buildings of smaller bulk and 
greater individuality, such as clubs and 
music halls and theatres and small 
libraries and galleries, and all the varied 
structures that enshrine social history 
and provide for social leisure.

One tiler 
with his mate seems to cover quite large 
expanses of roof, previously prepared for 
him, quite quickly, using heavy clay 
tiles.

Little Achieved at Eleventh Education Conference 
FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT 


DURING HIS ADDRESS to the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Annual Conference at Bangor 
in August Sir John Wolfenden pointed 
out the difficulties which beset those who 
pronounce upon the subject of education. 
‘ There is no topic on which it is easier to 
become airborne than education; no sub- 
ject lends itself more congenially to warm 
and shapeless generalisation; no area of 
human speculation admits of more ambi- 
guities and misunderstandings; and no- 
body has anything new to say about it 
anyway.’ 

Sir John was speaking about education 
in general and it is therefore all the more 
unfortunate that such a criticism pre- 
disposed the result of a later conference 
on a much more specific and tangible 
subject—education and training for and 
within the building industry. The Eleventh 
Annual Education Conference, sponsored 
by the London Master Builders Associa- 
tion, and held in Ironmongers’ Hall, 
Aldersgate-street, London, EC2, on 
November 7, produced nothing new, 
rather the delegates from the constituent 
bodies in general churned out platitudin- 
ous truisms and trespassed on the terri- 
tory of past achievement. 

The conference chairman, MR. E. J. 
COOK, BSC, MICE, MISTRUCT.E, FIOB, presi- 
dent of the LMBA, in a provocative open- 
ing address, set some fairly controversial 
arguing points which should have pro- 
duced a more positive result. Mr. Cook 
suggested that the conference should 
consider thirteen questions drafted as a 
result of the Management Conference 
held at Sunbridge Park Management 
Centre in June. These included such 
debating points as whether the traditional 
master/apprentice relation should be 
superseded; whether all trades had an 


equal term of apprenticeship; payment at 
the full rate to boys completing a shorter 
term of apprenticeship; trade tests; the 
‘de-skilling’ or up-grading of certain 
trades or skills; labourer/craftsman dif- 
ferential; age limits; and further sugges- 
tions for the effective training of the 
potential building worker. 

There followed an introductory talk for 
the first discussion by MR. E. SMITH, FIOB, 
chairman of the LMBA Apprenticeship 
Committee, who considered ‘A New 
Approach to Apprenticeship ’ under three 
main headings: skill, training and 
entrance qualifications. 

MR. STALLEY (Croydon Technical Col- 
lege) asked whether the present rate of 
apprentice intake was making good the 
rate of ‘ wastage’ in the industry. 

MR. COOK, answering for the London 
area, said that it was not; the recruitment 
was only about 50 per cent of annual 
requirements. 

MR. STALLEY thought that perhaps the 
industry was using an outmoded form of 
apprenticeship, especially in view of the 
great industrial changes since the ioint 
apprenticeship agreement was made. Earn- 
ing capacity, working conditions, oppor- 
tunities for cleanliness and hygiene were 
mentioned as contributory causes. The 
speaker thought that a new look was 
required and that everyone connected 
with the industry had an obligation in 
this respect. He called for a joint top level 
conference between employers, repre- 
sentatives of the employees, technical col- 
leges, and the youth employment services. 

MR. E. L. JONES, MBE, London Region, 
NFBTO, said that since the end of the 
second war the annual intake of appren- 
tices was about 1,000 as opposed to the 
4,200 (last known figure) necessary to 


tens because these must be fixed cor- 
rectly according to the gauge of tiles, 
which often varies from one batch to the 
next. 

The roof tiler seems to me the most 
skilful acrobat of all the gymnasts in the 
building team as I watch him at work 
with a foothold on only one small batten 
or on a home-made short ladder. His 
tools are a hammer and pair of pincers 
with which he deftly snips off portions of 
the tiles to fit into odd corners. His 
mate is equally an acrobat for he climbs 
up the ladder with a pile of tiles balanced 
on his head and offloads them in a neat 
heap on to the roof. 

This is a trade I have always admired. 
It is individual and personal and it must 
be greatly satisfying to the tiler-craftsman 
to look at a newly finished roof in the 
confident knowledge that it will be there 
as long as the building lives to tell its 
tale. 


We must not mourn the passing of these 
skilled trades. Rather we should look 
to them for inspiration to attain equal 
excellence in the handling of our new 
materials and in the new techniques by 
which they are being replaced. 


keep pace with normal operations. He 
thought there was a strong case for 
making the industry more attractive. 
Although in the London area there were 
only 42 per cent of employers who took 
apprentices, there were more vacancies 
than there were boys to fill them. 

MR. HANSON asked what were the incen- 
tives to suggest that a boy should be 
advised to enter the building industry. 

MR. BOOTH suggested that thirteen was 
the correct age to begin training boys for 
the building industry. 

At this point the second subject for 
discussion, ‘Advanced Training in the 
Building Industry,’ was introduced by 
MR. D. NEALE, MC, secretary of the Institute 
of Builders. He dealt with the subject 
under four main headings: changes, 
general foremen and site agents, the status 
of the builder, and joint training and 
education. Mr. Neale said he was tread- 
ing on dangerous ground in suggesting 
that a two-tier profession, similar to that 
recently suggested for architecture, would 
be feasible for builders. The top tier, 
he said, would comprise what may be 
termed building consultants, those equally 
at home in an architect’s, a quantity 
surveyor’s or a builder’s office, fully con- 
versant with the principles of building. 
The second tier would comprise building 
contractors (a structure which is not 
altogether unlike that of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers). There was an increas- 
ing number of candidates for the Institute 
of Builders’ examinations who were work- 
ing in architects’ offices. Overall, the 
industry ought to provide a clear-cut 
picture of a high quality industry with 
great prospects. 

MR. SWAYNE thought it would be diffi- 
cult for builders to obtain professional 
Status, since the industry was an open 
one. For this reason Parliament would 
not pass a registration act in the same 
way as it had done for the architects.

Landscape and Rural 
Preservation 


REGRET THAT the Government's plans for 
the new session had omitted to declare 
that industrial growth would be matched 
by rural preservation was expressed by 
MR. NEIL MARTEN On November 1 in the 
debate on the Queen’s Speech. Referring 
to the need to preserve beautiful land- 
scape, he said that there was an applica- 
tion pending by Richard Thomas and 
Baldwins, the steel company, to mine 
about 7,000 acres of the most beautiful 
countryside in North Oxfordshire. 

This area, he explained, contained some 
most typical examples of quiet, unspoilt 
rural England. It lay between Banbury 
and Chipping Norton. Unhappily, it sat 
on ironstone which the company wanted 
for its new strip mill operations in New- 
port. The folds of the countryside would 
be flattened by the mining operations and 
he did not think that they had any right 
to allow it to be desecrated. 

There would be an inquiry. Local 
people were not happy about the fact 
that the firm came under a Ministry as a 
nationalised concern. Nor were they 
happy that the inspector to hold the 
inquiry was appointed by a Minister and 
that the judge would be the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government. Despite 
the misgivings he had confidence that 
Mr. Brooke would consider all the factors 
laid before him in the light of the national 
interest. 

But what was the national interest? He 
did not believe that one man could say 
what it was. It was for the House of 
Commons to decide. The Government 
could decide to preserve this area from 
what he would call industrial rape. Here 
was their chance. 


Capital Investment 
Programme 


A BROAD, detailed and somewhat comfort- 
ing picture for the building industry can 
be drawn from the early picture of the 
public capital investment programme for 
1961-62 presented to Parliament by the 
Government on November | in the shape 
of a new White Paper on ‘ Public Invest- 
ment in Great Britain.’ From it all the 
multifarious activities of the building 
industry can derive comfort, for the White 
Paper gives every indication that the 
Government want work to be sustained 
at the current rate in the public sector. 

Indeed, the White Paper shows that 
estimated expenditure in all the public 
investment programmes, including those 
of the nationalised industries, for 1961- 
62 will cost £60m. more than the actual 
expenditure of £1,670m. expected in the 
current year. The £1,730m. total for the 
next financial year does appear to contra- 
dict the Government decision announced 
in June that the approved level of total 
public investment in 1961-62 would be 
held to that of 1960-61. 

It is explained that the scale, com- 
plexity and variety of the programmes 
and the variety of the bodies admini- 


stering them made forward estimates 
subject to many uncertainties. The 
phasing of payments might be altered by 
changes in delivery dates or in the rate 
of progress by contractors; plans for 
new projects might be reviewed in the 
light of revised forecasts of requirements 
or changes in the availability of produc- 
tive capacity or finance ; preliminary pro- 
cedures—-for example the acquisition of 
land or completion of detailed surveys 
and plans—might take more or less time 
than expected. The effect of these un- 
certainties varied from programme to pro- 
gramme but the general tendency in 
recent years had been for total expendi- 
ture to fall short of the level approved 
in advance. 

In the general review of public invest- 
ment and economic policy, the White 
Paper records that despite the fall since 
1953 in investment by local authorities 
in housing, total public investment grew. 
in real terms, by 35 per cent between 1950 
and 1959. Total fixed investment, public 
and private, rose from nearly 15 per cent 
of the gross national product in 1950 to 
nearly 18 per cent in 1959. 


Extracts from Programmes 


NATIONAL COAL BOARD.—A_ slowing 
down in capital investment is indicated. 
The estimate for 1960-61 is £100m., £20m. 
below the approved estimate and the 
figure for 1960-61 is £96m. In addition 
to replacement of plant the expenditure 
now foreseen provides for the continua- 
tion of work on 151 large schemes—new 
collieries and major reconstructions—of 
which about 25 are due to be completed 
in 1960. Work will continue in 1961-62 
on the new collieries and major recon- 
struction schemes not yet completed 
together with a small number of new pro- 
jects. 

GAS COUNCIL.—The investment pro- 
gramme is essentially one of modernisa- 
tion and integration. The plan for de- 
velopment up to 1965-65 provides 
among other things for the bulk trans- 
mission of gas by high pressure pipelines. 
Such projects are unlikely to call for 
appreciable expenditure as early as 1961 
62. 

ELECTRICITY COUNCIL.—Total expendi- 
ture by the Council and Boards in Eng- 
land and Wales in 1961-62 will go up 
from £298.3m. to £318m. Expenditure on 
conventional stations will fall from 
£105m. to £97m. and on nuclear stations 
it will rise from £53m. to £58m. The 
generating programme is designed to keep 
pace with the growth in peak demand 
for electricity, a rate which shows no 
sign of diminishing. The new stations to 
be commissioned in 1961 include the 
Board's first two nuclear stations at Brad- 
well and Berkeley. 

SOUTH OF SCOTLAND ELECTRICITY BOARD. 
Expenditure in 1961 will fall from £26m. 
this year to £24m. 

NORTH OF SCOTLAND HYDRO-ELECTRIC 
BOARD.—Expenditure will rise to £16m. 
next year from £12.4m. in 1960. The rise 
chiefly reflects the progress of work on 
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the Loch Awe and the Strathfarra 
Schemes. 

AIR CORPORATIONS.—-The BEA pro- 
gramme includes £2m. over the two years 
1960-61 and 1961-62 for the construction 
of permanent buildings at the London Air 
Terminal in Cromwell-road. 

BRITISH TRANSPORT COMMISSION.—In 
vestment in works, plant and rolling 
stock is to be £125m. in 1961 compared 
with £160m. this year. Investment in 
other activities will drop from £40m. to 
£35m. Another £15m. is subject to 
further consideration of certain invest- 
ment projects. The reduction reflects the 
postponement of certain expenditure 
pending the outcome of the current 
review of the modernisation programme. 

ROADS.—-As announced in July, 
expenditure in 1961-62 will be £98.5m. 
compared with £87m. in 1960-61. In 
England and Wales the work is largely 
on five major projects designed to 
improve the main trunk network. The 
aim is to complete these within the next 
five or six years and to start the York- 
shire motorway in the same _ period. 
Planning for classified road schemes will 
be on the basis of a total of £150m. of 
Exchequer grants over the next five years. 

ATOMIC ENERGY AUTHORITY.—-£44.6m 
in 1961-62, compared with £43.8m. in 
1960-61. The Authority will have two 
broad objectives—production, and re- 
search and development. Much more 
will be spent on the more advanced 
reactor systems which are likely to form 
the next generations of nuclear power 
stations. 

POST OFFICE.—-Of the total of £96m 
for 1961-62 (£94m. in 1960-61), £11.9m. 
(£108m. in 1960-61) will be for land and 
buildings. 

UNIVERSITY 
£24.8m. in 1961-62, compared with 
£23.9m. in 1960-61 of which £20.4m. 
(£19.9m. in 1960-61) will be on land and 
buildings. In 1960 and the next three 
years new building work is being started 
at the rate of £15m. a year. 

EDUCATION.—-Expenditure is to go up 
from £127.8m. to £137.6m. in 1961-62. 
In England and Wales the renewed rise 
on school building between 1960-61 and 
1961-62 is largely because £115m. 
of new work on major projects is being 
started in these two years compared with 
£93.4m. in the immediately preceding two 
years. Investment in further education 
is mainly for building new colleges and 
major extensions. An important element 
in the increase in building expenditure on 
other services is a steep rise in invest- 
ment in facilities for teacher training. 

HOUSING.—In England and Wales 
£234m. compared with £230m. in 1960-61 
and in Scotland £43m. compared with 
£43.5m. Local authority house-building 
now consists chiefly of providing new 
houses in slum clearance and overspill 
schemes and building houses specially 
designed for occupation by old people. 
The programme includes the cost of 
improvements carried out by local 
authorities and housing associations to 
their own houses, but not grants for im- 
provements of privately owned houses. 

WATER AND SEWERAGE.—{£9.9m._ in 
1961-62 compared with £9.6m. in 1960-61. 
Sewerage expenditure was principally for 
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new housing development and works in 
rural areas and to make rivers and 
beaches clean. There has been a marked 
increase in this investment since 1958-59 
and the level is expected to continue to 
rise. Among water schemes for which 
provision is made are at Tryweryn Valley 
for the Liverpool Corporation; the 
Coquet scheme for Tyneside; the Hawes- 
water extension scheme for Manchester 
Corporation and the North-West; the 
Yorkshire Derwent scheme, and Llan- 
degsedd reservoir. In Scotland there are 
the Loch-Lee, the West Water, and the 
Raer schemes. 

LOCAL AUTHORITY HEALTH AND WELFARE 
SERVICES.—£16.7m. in 1961-62 compared 
with £12.9m. in 1960-61. This includes 
provision for the expansion of mental 
health services and the provision of train- 
ing centres for children and adults, and 
residential accommodation for a variety 
of needs. 

HOSPITAL SERVICES.—In England and 
Wales £33.9m. in 1961-62 compared with 
£28.6m. in 1960-61; and in Scotland 
£4.1m. compared with £3.7m. The aim 
is to modernise the hospital service by 
replacing obsolete accommodation, build- 
ing new hospitals where required by shift- 
ing population or for rationalisation and 
economy. Many large hospital schemes 
are in progress. 

The White Paper lists other central 
Government investment totalling £80.4m. 
in 1961-62 compared with £70.5m. in 
1960-61. Of this, factory building will 


increase from £9m. to £14m. and Govern- 
ment buildings from £11.1m. to £12.5m. 
Current projects in the Government 
buildings programme have been detailed 
in ‘ The Builder’ of April 1. They were 
contained in the Ministry of Works Esti- 
mates. The factory building figures in- 
clude provision for land and buildings for 
the motor industry projects at Bathgate in 
Scotland and on Merseyside. The largest 
projects in the Ministry of Aviation ex- 
penditure on civil airport services in 
1961-62 will be at London Airport on the 
new long-haul building and at Prestwick 
on extending the runway and on a new 
terminal building. Expenditure on Ser- 
vices married quarters is rising in accord- 
ance with plans outlined in successive 
defence White Papers. The prison pro- 
gramme includes new prisons and bor- 
stals, detention centres and new types of 
establishments. 

Other investment by public corpora- 
tions, local authorities, etc., is totalled 
at £113.8m. in 1961-62 compared with 
£107.3m. in 1960-61. Of this, expendi- 
ture under Town and Country Planning 
Acts will drop from £14.3m. to £12.7m. 
This is for rebuilding areas of extensive 
war damage and other redevelopment of 
blighted areas; most of it is for the acqui- 
sition, clearance and preliminary develop- 
ment of land. General services at £39.5m. 
(£36m. in 1960-61) includes the erection 
of town halls and office buildings, 
libraries, swimming baths and other 
recreational facilities. 


The New Welsh Teaching Hospital, Cardiff 


THE COMPETITION winning design for the 
new Welsh Teaching Hospital was 
strongly criticised by MR. LEO ABSE, 
Labour MP for Pontypool, on November 
2 when in an adjournment debate he de- 
clared: ‘Wales wants a forward-looking 
teaching hospital; it is being proferred a 
mausoleum.’ Besides complaining that 
the hospital might be a museum piece 
before even the first brick was laid, Mr. 
Abse contended—“ This ossified hospital 
design accepted from a septuagenarian 
architect by assessors led by another sep- 
tuagenarian architect is a design for a 
hospital for 1950, not as it should be 
for a 1960 hospital.’ 

In an equally forceful reply defending 
the selected design, MISS EDITH PITT, Par- 
liamentary Secretary, Ministry of Health, 
said it was very easy to criticise the 
weaker features of the winning design 
by reference to the best features of the 
other entries. What the assessors had 
had to do was to select the best overall 
design of those submitted. 

This proposed hospital represented a 
considerable advance on what had gone 
before. Inevitably hospitals took a long 
time to design and bring into operation 
and, with an expanding hospital pro- 
gramme, they must be overtaken by new 
conceptions embodied in a later model 
before they were off the production line. 

The hospital gave the promoters what 
they wanted. They had examined the 
design carefully in the light of the 
numerous criticisms and were satisfied 
that the completion of the process of 
preparation of detailed sketch plans 


which was now going on would give them 
a modern and efficient hospital and a 
medical teaching centre. 

It was at this stage that the Minister's 
approval would be required for the de- 
tailed sketch plans. This hospital would 
be a considerable step forward in the 
orderly progress of hospital design in a 
rapidly evolving world of medical prac- 
tice and building technology. Miss Pitt 
commented: ‘I think it is premature at 
this stage to be too critical of the de- 
tailed planning because, as I have tried to 
explain, the details have still to be filled 
in and that process is taking place now.’ 

The most dismaying feature of the pro- 
posed hospital, said MR. ABSE, was the 
ludicrous amount of space allocated for 
research work in relation to bed space. 
The present design gave every appearance 
of there having been a battle for beds 
between heads of departments who had 
measured their prestige by the number 
of beds allocated to them rather than 
being prompted by a concern that the 
hospital should be a great teaching centre 
serviced with extensive research facilities. 

If the design was carried through 
Cardiff would have a glorified cottage 
hospital and Wales would have lost its 
opportunity to become a great medical 
research centre. Lamentable blunder 
after blunder emerged as they examined 
the design of this £8m. hospital. 

Quiet rooms were in the noisiest part 
of the building; the sluice room was the 
farthest room from the beds most need- 
ing its services and was unrelated to the 
treatment suite; cross-infection risks were 
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increased by infected material being 
brought into the ward suite for disposal 
and by inadequate air conditioning; lava- 
tories were so sited as to increase the 
difficulties of early ambulation, being con- 
centrated in blocks and not related to bed 
areas or day spaces. 

What Wales would not forgive was this 
hospital, which cost the fantastic figure 
of £10,000 a bed, being built in its present 
form. He urged the Minister to call in 
without delay the director of his own 
architectural staff and by a ruthless over- 
haul of the detailed plans _ radically 
overhaul the design. 

MISS PITT said the 53-acre site on the 
Heath at Cardiff had already been pur- 
chased. The promoters were the Board 
of Governors of the United Cardiff Hos- 
pitals and the Welsh National School of 
Medicine, and what was desired was a 
hospital integrated with a medical school. 

It was considered that the closest pos- 
sible working arrangements between the 
professional and clinical staff with the 
various departments and their research 
and other laboratories, all adjoining their 
wards and patients, was essential. This 
was what the promoters wanted and this 
was what they had got. The out-patients’ 
department had been conceived in full 
accord with modern thought, and it 
would avoid unnecessary hospital admis- 
sions. Hence this department was per- 
haps slightly larger than normally ex- 
pected in a hospital of this size. 

The architectural competition was 
thought preferable to the normal prac- 
tice hitherto in the National Health Ser- 
vice, of selecting an architect, because 
competition would give incentive to a 
number of architects to think about prob- 
lems set by the promoters and it was 
hoped that new ideas and techniques 
would be evolved. 

The fundamental conception of 
promoters was a completely integrated 
hospital and medical school. They did 
not ask for a medical school tacked on 
to a hospital or a hospital set alongside 
a medical schoo]. They wanted the two 
together.

They considered that this integration 
with the close day-to-day working it 
would produce was a progressive concept 
which would be followed by many others 
in the country and elsewhere in future. 
The scheme provided for over 70 labora- 
tories of which 40 were specifically allo- 
cated to research. The promoters also 
required a reasonably compact, complete 
unit. These requirements, which the pro- 
moters regarded as fundamental to their 
conception, had inevitably tended to- 
wards a main builditig of some bulk, and 
this was a price which they were pre- 
pared to pay for the fullest development 
of their ideas. 

Much of the criticism voiced had been 
based on conclusions on points of detail 
that had been reached prematurely be- 
cause the scheme had not yet been fully 
developed. The internal design and lay- 
out of the ward unit had already been 
replanned to provide better access and 
better supervision, to take account of the 
latest thoughts on cross-infection, and 
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more single rooms had been provided 
and the large 10-bed unit had been 
broken up into smaller units. This was 
a perfectly normal process and similar 
replanning was going on throughout the 
hospital. 


Opposition’s Attack on 
Government Policy 


WHEN he came to launch the Opposition’s 
attack on general Government policy and 
their legislative programme outlined in 
the Queen’s Speech MR. HAROLD WILSON 
said, on November 2, that if certain 
measures he was suggesting resulted in 
an upsurge of investment beyond the im- 
mediate resources and capacity of the 
nation, the Government should hold up 
less essential development by building 
licences. 

Mr. Wilson said that Bank rate should 
be reduced to four per cent to ease the 
burden on the balance of payments, the 
national debt charge, the local authori- 
ties and industry. At the same time they 
should maintain the special deposits 
and provide tax incentives, such as more 
generous depreciation allowances. to 
capital investment. In addition, other 
measures should be taken to help exports. 

But MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President 
of the Board of Trade, said the general 
response to the export campaign had been 
extremely encouraging. He did not share 
Mr. Wilson’s view as to how the problem 
could be solved. He thought they had 
blown the question of building licences 
out of the water years ago. No solution 
lay that way. 

Mr. Maudling said the Government had 
been firm with people wanting to expand 
in the Midlands and the South. He was 
grateful for the co-operation the Govern- 
ment had had from British industry as 
a whole in being prepared to support the 
policy of distribution of industry despite 
the additional costs often involved. This 
policy was not merely social sense but 
economic sense. 

Fairly substantial help had been given. 
The Chancellor and his predecessor had 
allowed him to make considerable moves. 
Already £1lm. expenditure on buildings 
had been approved and £4m. of building 
grants had been offered and BOTAC help, 
mainly in loans, already offered 
amounted to £l2m. Asa result they were 
seeing new development which if fulfilled 
would change the pattern of industrial 
location and might provide a lasting solu- 
tion to these problems. 


Lord Silkin on Hyde Park Garage 


The Hyde Park proposal aroused some 
comment in the House of Lords, where 
LORD SILKIN, the former Minister of Town 
and Country Planning, said on Novem- 
ber 3 that the park was probably the 
most important lung in the Common- 
wealth, certainly in Britain, and the pub- 
lic would not be willing to risk interfer- 
ence with its amenities merely to allow 
a thousand, presumably all-day, parkers 
to park their cars in central London. 
While not dismissing the proposal it 
would need far more consideration. 

However, LORD MANCROFT expressed no 
hesitation that the underground garage 
was needed quickly. He approved of it 


strongly provided the garage could be 
used at reasonable cost. At present 
Marble Arch and Hyde Park Corner were 
controlled chaos. 

He could imagine what would happen 
if the measure was not brought forward 
with speed. There would be delay and 
a public storm (he quoted what happened 
to ‘poor Mr. Jack Cotton at Piccadilly 
Circus") from people who had not 
noticed what was happening, and just as 
the last geranium was going in along came 
Marples, Costain, Holland and Cubitt and 
uncle McAlpine and all to start digging 
the whole thing up again! That habit 
of road engineers had become part of the 
English way of life. 

LORD DERWENT Said there was consider- 
able public concern whether in the build- 
ing of new schools the standard of what 
could only be called luxury was perhaps 
too high. The argument went that if the 
standard of luxury—he could think of no 
other word for it—was reduced they 
would be able to build more new schools 
more quickly at the same cost. He was 
not going to give his views, but it should 
be noted that this concern existed and it 
should not be ignored. If it was soundly 
based then the matter should be put 
right; if it was not, then it would be wise 
to make some public statement. 


Damage Caused by 
Flooding 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, was unable to 
indicate his views on the idea of a 
national disaster fund to pay for the cost 
of repairing damage caused by flooding, 
when he made a statement in the Com- 
mons on November 2 on flood damage. 

He pointed out that flood prevention 
in England and Wales was the responsi- 
bility locally of the river boards and cen- 
trally of the Minister of Agriculture, and 
he had his authority to say that he was 
in touch with the river boards responsible 
for the worst flooded areas about the im- 
mediate measures required, and also that 
the Land Drainage Bill would give new 
flood prevention powers to local autho- 
rities as well as increasing the resources 
of river boards in dealing with longer- 
term improvements for which Exchequer 
assistance was available. 

He went on: ‘ As regards the cost en- 
tailed in repairing flood damage which 
has already occurred, we do not yet know 
what these will prove to be; until we do, 
we cannot tell what order of assistance 
will be needed. So far as public interests 
are concerned, some of the cost will rank 
for grant aid in the ordinary way. But 
in any area which has suffered from the 
present floods the Government will be 
prepared to consider sympathetically re- 
quests for special assistance from autho- 
rities once it is clear that without such 
assistance an unreasonable burden would 
fall on the rates.’ 

On private interests he knew that the 
floods had caused grievous distress and 
the Government were ready to help. 
Some losses would be covered by insur- 
ance, but many, he understood, might 
not. Locally administered funds raised 
principally by way of appeal, provided the 
traditional way of giving help quickly 
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where it was needed, but wherever it be- 
came clear that funds thus raised would 
not suffice to meet the needs, the Govern- 
ment would be prepared to supplement 
them. 

The Government’s immediate concern, 
he added, was to see that nobody who 
was suffering was prevented from receiv- 
ing assistance. Other questions might be 
thrown up which would require decision 
in due course. His statement was a 
pledge that the Government would stand 
behind both private interests and local 
authorities in every area. 


Nuclear Reactors in 
Urban Areas 


THE MINISTER OF POWER announced in a 
written reply on November 4 that he had 
approved the grant to Queen Mary Col- 
lege, University of London, of a licence 
to install a nuclear reactor under the 
Nuclear Installations Act. 

MR. RICHARD WoOoD explained that he 
had recently sought the advice of the 
Nuclear Safety Advisory Committee 
about installing low-powered research 
reactors in the range of 10 to 100 KW 
(thermal) on’ urban sites. The committee 
had advised him that so long as the site, 
housing, design and operation of the 
reactors fully satisfied certain basic con- 
ditions, these low-powered reactors could 
safely be permitted in built-up areas. 
‘The Chief Inspector of Nuclear Installa- 
tions agrees with this recommendation,’ 
he added, ‘and has advised me that the 
Queen Mary College project satisfied the 
necessary conditions. I have therefore 
approved the issue of a licence to the 
college to install a LOKW research reactor 
on a site in West Ham.’ 

The advice of the Nuclear Safety 
Advisory Committee relates to the small 
reactors used for training and research, 
particularly in universities. A number of 
safe designs for such reactors, with 
proved characteristics and behaviour, are 
now available. The factors affecting 
safety must be considered for each pro- 
ject. On siting it is not suggested that 
approval should be given to all proposals; 
the advice to the Minister is that a pro- 
posal should not be ruled out merely 
because it is sited in an urban area. 
Reactors of this kind are normally housed 
in a substantial structure and the design 
of the building will be subject to Minis- 
terial approval. 


Other Business 


Planning Minister Rejected 


MRS. JOYCE BUTLER asked the Prime 
Minister on October 27 what considera- 
tion he had given to the appointment of 
a Minister of Planning. MR. MACMILLAN 
wrote in reply: ‘I doubt whether any 
useful purpose would be served by such 
an appointment.’ 


University Expansion 

‘The question of further university 
expansion, additional to the £60m. build- 
ing programme for 1960-63 which is 
already under way, is being considered.’

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Plant and the Medium-sized Builder 


BY DAVID W. LLEWELLYN 


1.—The Problem Surveyed 


This is the first of a series of articles in which various aspects of the plant 
department of the medium-sized building firm are examined. In this first 
article the factors affecting the size of the plant department are discussed, 
and this will be followed by examining the organisation of the requirements 
of the department, an analysis of the various ways of costing, and a brief 
survey of some of the machines which are on the market and which a 


building firm of this size might own. 


The author, Mr. D. W. Llewellyn, is 


a director of a south-coast firm of builders, and writes from his personal 
experience as director in charge of the plant department. 


IF WE WERE TO TAKE a cross-section of 
firms of medium size each employing, say, 
200 men, we should find that their 
mechanical plant organisation varied very 
considerably in both size and method of 
organisation. 

Even with the advent of work study 
methods to the building industry, it is 
quite surprising the diversity of methods 
which are used for similar operations on 
different sites. This, together with the 
variety and types of work undertaken by 
contractors, must mean that there is a 
considerable variation in the use of plant 
from firm to firm, and this is a factor 
which affects the amount of plant a firm 
may have. As an example firm A, con- 
structing a reinforced concrete building 
with very elaborate foundations, may for 
the purposes of placing concrete use a 
Monorail system to transport concrete 
from the mixer. As the building rises, the 
system will be devised so that the mixer 
discharges into a hoist, which in turn 
supplies the Monorail for distribution 
horizontally at high level. Firm B, with 
much the same building to construct, may 
well decide to use a tower crane. Two 
completely different plant set-ups doing 
the same job! 


Hire Basis for Assessment of Costs 


For the purpose of providing a com- 
parison of the cost of various items of 
plant, and to assess the costs to a 
building contractor of using various 
items of equipment, it is convenient to 
consider all plant as if it were operated 
on a hire basis. Thus, the builder will 
charge to his contract, costs which would 
represent a hire charge payable if he did 
not own a particular machine. His plant 
department would receive these sums as 
credit and be expected to run as a self- 
supporting organisation. 

This is logical, as one of the first re- 
quirements of any builder would be that 
he only owns that plant which he can 
run more economically than he can hire. 

Generally speaking, the plant hire 
industry has become very competitive, 
and this is as things should be, for the 
only costs that a plant hire contractor 
is put to which a builder does not incur 
are the expense of advertising, or of 
representatives selling his plant hire. Even 
this provides a service to those builders 
who need it. 

The only occasion when plant hire 
prices may not be competitive is when a 
plant hire contractor owns a machine 
which is not readily available, and there- 
fore there is an element of monopoly 


price in the charges which the hire con- 
tractor makes. 

If, for the purposes of internal costings 
builders are unable to ascertain hire rates 
for any piece of equipment, it is possible 
to obtain a guide, either from the Con- 
tractors’ Plant Association schedule of 
hire rates, or from the recommended day- 
work rates which are produced by some 
employers’ organisations. 


Should One Hire or Buy? 


An average firm of 200 men, doing 
some maintenance work and some con- 
tract building work, might spend per- 
haps £30,000 a year on plant hire. Some 
firms would spend almost all of this 
externally, as they would own very little 
plant, and other firms might spend very 
little externally as they own a consider- 
able amount of plant themselves. What 
influences a firm to hire plant rather than 
to own it? 

A major consideration controlling the 
amount of plant that firms are prepared 
to own is the considerable amount of 
capital which must be made available to 
buy machines. Second, the size of the 
plant department will directly affect the 
amount of effort the directors and other 
organisers in the firm must give to the 
running of plant. Both the capital and 
effort concerned could be used to expand 
the building operations rather than be 
diverted to the plant department. Further- 
more, when a firm obtains machines from 
an outside source, there should be avail- 
able a full range of the latest types of 
machine, whereas if it owns its own 
machines, and can carry out a particular 
operation with one of its own machines, 
the firm may be tempted to use its own 
equipment when really it would be more 
efficient to hire a more up-to-date, or a 
more suitable machine from outside 
sources. When a firm is so organised 
that its work is spread in areas which are 
geographically remote, plant transport 
costs may be so high that it would be 
quite uneconomical not to hire from local 
sources. 


Problem of Obsolescent Plant 


A firm which tries to own all its own 
plant will probably be left with machines 
which are obsolete before they are worn 
out, because they have not been used 
sufficiently. The firm will also experience 
difficulties which will arise because at one 
time two sites will require the use of one 
machine, and at another moment a 
machine will be standing idle. For 


example, a few years ago a firm construct- 
ing the occasional reinforced concrete 
building could have purchased a petrol- 
driven mast-type platform hoist with a 
fixed platform. Having purchased this 
piece of equipment, the firm might use it 
for six months, have it lying idle for six 
months or more, and when the time 
comes to re-use it again, realise that com- 
petitors are now using diesel-powered 
centre slung hoists which will carry either 
a platform or a concreting skip. The plant 
operator would wish that for the first job 
he had hired a hoist and not bought it, 
as the later hoist is both cheaper to run 
and cheaper to put up. Likewise some 
buildings which would have been con- 
structed with a diesel centre-slung hoist 
a few years ago are now constructed with 
tower cranes. 

A firm which provides most of its own 
plant from within its own organisation 
probably does so because it feels that 
there is an element of profit in the run- 
ning of plant and wishes to retain this 
profit instead of passing it on to some- 
body else. There is, of course, a limit 
to this argument, as it is a custom of the 
trade to let out certain operations, such 
as asphalting, and to buy out many 
materials which could be manufactured 
by the builder, and the argument about 
profit can equally apply to these opera- 
tions as it can to the provision of plant. 
Against this many builders feel that the 
ownership and running of mechanical 
plant is a field in which they have 
specialist knowledge, and they may also 
save some time which would otherwise 
be spent in obtaining quotations and 
placing orders with outside organisations 
for pieces of plant which are regularly 
required in numbers. 


Should One Hire Out ? 


Many firms which own most of their 
own plant find that they have a machine 
not in use, and try to let it out on hire. 
This is not always successful for if a plant- 
hire goodwill is to be built up, a contrac- 
tor must be prepared to supply any piece 
of plant on hire at any time, and also 
must not expect to remove a machine 
from a customer’s site when he wants it 
himself. 

For this reason the letting out of 
machines is not usually successful unless 
an extensive plant hire department is run 
in addition to the ownership of machines 
for internal use. This is the organisation 
which some builders adopt, but it is 
intended that these articles should be 
confined to plant organisation which a 
builder has for his own benefit, and it is 
not intended to examine plant hire 
organisations. 


Conclusions 


From the foregoing remarks it can be 
seen that the most sensible course for a 
builder to choose is the middle one 
whereby he has the advantage of an 
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organisation under his control for those 
machines which he is readily using. 
reverting to hire for the type of machine 
which he cannot employ continuously. 

Thus a builder might purchase some 
concrete mixers and smal! dumpers for 
everyday use, but when he requires, say, 
a concrete pump, or tractors and scraper 
for earth-moving on a particular site, he 
would be wise to hire. 


This will avoid having capital lying idle 
with machines not in use, and also avoid 
a disorganisation to building sites by 
always trying to suit the availability of 
plant from an internal plant department. 
Needless to say, a major factor of an indi- 
vidual firm in deciding the size of a plant 
department would be the availability of 
suitable premises.

Federation of Registered House-Builders 


The Annual Dinner 


Mr. Brooke’s Pledge to Provide 
‘ Enough Building Land’ 


AT THE ANNUAL DINNER of the Federation 
of Registered House-Builders, which was 
held at the May Fair Hotel, Wl, on 
November 2, members and their guests 
heard Mr. Henry Brooke, the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, give a 
promise to the industry of ‘ enough 
building land.’ 

MR. BROOKE, who was responding to 
the toast of ‘Her Majesty's Government,’ 
proposed by the President, Mr. E. R. 
Bowyer, OBE, said that in this crowded 
island he could not promise cheap build- 
ing land. But he could promise enough 
building land, even if it were not always 
exactly where the client or the builder 
would best like it. 

Continuing, Mr. Brooke said: ‘ My 
business is to see that there is no waste 
of land, and that there are no artificial 
shortages of land in some places through 
development plans falling out of date. As 
you know, I have asked planning authori- 
ties, where there are signs of shortage of 
building land, to re-examine their plans 
and to review their densities and to make 
sure that no land well suited for building 
remains unused. 

‘High land prices have good effects as 
well as bad. They discourage wasteful 
use of land such as we have known in the 
past and cannot afford. They encourage 
people to look more closely at the possi- 
bilities of buying up old areas of towns 
covered with obsolete buildings and put 


ting up modern buildings in their stead.’ 

Earlier in his speech the Minister said 
that the number of houses completed by 
private enterprise in 1960 looked like 
being higher than in any year since the 
1930s. This seemed likely to carry on 
into 1961 because 137,500 private enter- 
prise houses had been started in the first 
nine months of 1960—12,000 more than 
in the corresponding period of 1959. 

‘For houses of all kinds in Britain I 
hope we are going to top the 300,000 
mark again by the end of the year,’ went 
on Mr. Brooke. ‘If anything stops us it 
will be the atrocious weather.’ 

THE PRESIDENT Said that there had been 
a substantial increase in the number of 
houses designed by architects built by 
members of the Federation; in fact, nearly 
all their members’ houses were now archi- 
tect-designed. There had also been an 
increase of 10 per cent in the numbers 
of registered builders this year. 

Their most pressing problem at the 
moment, Mr. Bowyer continued, was the 
land shortage. People would not get the 
houses they wanted, he declared, and 
some builders would go out of business 
if sufficient land were not released for 
building purposes. 

Finally, Mr. Bowyer announced that the 
Federation was planning a ‘ bigger and 
better’ National Homes Week for the 
spring of 1961. 

The toast of the guests was proposed 
by MR. HAROLD FORD, Senior Vice-Presi- 
dent, to which SIR HUGH CASSON, Vice- 
President, RIBA, responded. 


The Annual Conference 


THE ONE DAY CONFERENCE of house 
builders arranged by the Council of the 
Federation of Registered House-Builders, 
which was held at the Connaught Rooms, 
London, on November 3, provoked lively 
discussion on a number of topics, especi- 
ally on the provision of houses for sale 
and the possibilities of private builders 
re-entering the field of building houses to 
let. The Federation’s President, Mr. 
E. R. Bowyer, OBE, JP, FIOB, was in the 
chair. 

The first paper was contributed by mr 
EDWARD F. GEORGE, LIB, who spoke on 
‘The Sale of Flats,” Mr. George said 
that after the war there was a shortage of 
houses and developers had the idea of 
turning terraces on end and selling 
them. At first there was a certain amount 
of sales resistance and mortgage difficul- 


ties, but it had not taken long for the 
public to accept the idea of buying flats. 

Mr. George then demonstrated the 
financial advantages of buying as opposed 
to renting a flat. With a suitable mort- 
gage, and bearing in mind income tax 
concessions On mortgage interest, by pur- 
chasing a flat a person would probably 
only pay about the same as he would pay 
in rent, and at the end of the repayment 
period he would have an asset. 

The speaker said that flats with a very 
high degree of services were not so attrac- 
tive for sale as flats with minimal services, 
for once services of a high degree were 
supplied the rent and service charge 
tended to rise to a very substantial 
figure, ‘and a purchaser must realise that 
as time goes by this figure may rise to 
one beyond his means. It is of course 
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true that there are attractions for a 
heavy surtax payer in buying a flat and 
he may be quite willing to pay for a flat 
with a high degree of services. At one 
end of the scale is the would-be pur- 
chaser who cannot afford to buy a house. 
Nevertheless, he may well be able to buy 
a flat, and there is, therefore, a consid- 
erable demand for flats with practically 
no services in blocks three and four 
storeys high without lifts.’ 


Management Companies 


The speaker then went on to deal in 
some detail with such aspects of the 
problem as methods of conveyance and 
the formation of management companies 
where the developer did not wish to 
retain any interest in his flats once they 
were sold. 

In the discussion that followed, mr. 
T. V. PROSSER said it was unwise for 
house-builders to keep building horizon- 
tally, and with the present shortage of 
building land he regarded upward build- 
ing as essential. He wondered however, 
whether the cost of building a flat of 
comparable accommodation would not 
be higher than for a house. 

MR. GEORGE repeated that the cost of 
purchasing a flat ‘could be proved 
beyond doubt’ to be cheaper than rent- 
ing one. He stood by his view that some 
flats could be purchased by those who 
could not afford a house. An important 
factor in this was the high cost of land. 

MR. PETER TRENCH (Director, NFBTE) 
said that today builders were paying for 
their land according to what they were 
going to put on it, and would therefore 
have to pay more for land destined for 
flats than for houses. The desire for 
home ownership was increasing at the 
same time as the land available for build- 
ing was shrinking, and the logical con- 
sequence was an increase in flat owner- 
ship. Many developers, however, he said, 
would want to get out of any continuing 
responsibility for the flats they sold, and 
he wondered if Mr. George could say if 
a small builder could set up a manage- 
ment company for, say, half a dozen flats. 

MR. GEORGE said that this was certainly 
not impossible, but he normally regarded 
a satisfactory unit as a minimum of 12 
flats for this type of company. 


Houses for Letting 


The next speaker, SIR ERIC ERRINGTON, 
MP, who dealt with ‘ Houses for Letting,’ 
said that at the moment the building 
trades were very busy due to ‘ the amaz- 
ing development in non-residential build- 
ing,’ but he asked his hearers to consider 
how long this might go on, and whether 
it was not desirable for them to consider 
alternative activities, such as building 
houses to let. The profitability of build- 
ing houses to let, in his opinion, hinged 
upon the ending of rent control and sub- 
sidies, but it was his view that subsidies, 
except for special needs, such as building 
of old people’s flats, would be brought to 
an end within the next four or five years. 
In regard to rent control, he thought that 
it was ‘ hardly credible’ that the policy of 
rent control would be continued after the 
end of this Parliament.

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Fire and Space Separation

SINCE earliest times building legislation 
has been concerned with the reduction of 
the spread of fire between buildings. In 
1667, after the Fire of London, the Re- 
building Act was introduced which 
showed a different approach to fire pro- 
tection from that shown in previous legis- 
lation. One of the important provisions 
was to control the thickness of walls, 
according to their height and the width 
of the street on to which they faced. The 
principle of wall thickness, in relation to 
height, has remained a permanent feature 
of subsequent building legislation to the 
present day. 


The traditional masonry external wall 
has a high standard of fire resistance and 
where the percentage of the area of the 
openings to wall area was comparatively 
low the hazard of fire spread to adjacent 
occupancies was not excessive. 

Today the problem is very different. 
Lightweight, non-combustible. non-load- 
bearing weather-resisting sheathing has in 
many cases replaced the traditional 
external wall. Such cladding on the out- 
side of a building has become in effect one 
large window. In general, such forms of 
construction by virtue of their methods 
of assembly cannot be expected to have 
any grade of fire resistance. 

The two main functions of an external 
wall in relation to fire are: 

(a) To prevent the spread of fire from 
storey to storey. 

(b) To confine a fire within a build- 
ing until it is controlled or burns itself 
out and to prevent the spread of fire 
to an adjoining building. 

‘Fire Research 1958’ ‘1) states that— 
If the fire resistance of a non-loadbearing 
wall is reduced to nil the hazard from fire 
spreading vertically between storeys via 
the windows is not significantly increased. 
It would appear, therefore, that the first 
function could, in many cases, be elimi- 
nated if a rational control of space about 
buildings could be achieved. 


It is the purpose of this note to set 
down the guiding principles which may 
be adopted in order to rationalise the 
whole approach to fire and space separa- 
tion. 


General Considerations 


Spread of fire across an open space is 
due to the transfer of heat from a fire to 
adjacent exposed combustible materials, 
raising their temperature sufficiently to 
cause ignition. 

Heat is transferred by three main 
methods: 

(a) Radiation, i.e., heat transfer with- 
out affecting the temperature of the 


space. 
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The principle of fire resistance and space separation 


(b) Convection, i.e., the flow of hot 
gases coming in direct contact with the 
exposed surface. 

(c) Flying brands. 

The primary means of transfer is radia- 
tion although this factor is often not fully 
appreciated. With convection there is 
usually visible evidence of the danger 
from flame and smoke and flying brands, 
but there is often no visible effect of 
heating by radiation until dangerous con- 
ditions have been reached. Thus, the 
temperature of a material may be raised 
so that a small brand or spark will cause 
ignition and then a flash spread of fire 
occurs over the whole surface. 

The problem of spread of fire by radia 
tion may be tackled in two ways: 

(a) By providing an imperforate bar- 
rier between the source of the fire and 
adjacent combustible material, the 
barrier having sufficient fire resistance 
to prevent the passage of an appreciable 
amount of radiated heat. 

(b) By providing sufficient space 
between the source of the fire and 
adjacent combustible materials so that 
ignition by radiation cannot take place. 
Fig. 1 illustrates this general principle. 
Let us consider first the provision of an 

imperforate barrier between the source of 
fire and any combustible material. In 
relation to a building this means con- 
structing a wall on the side of the build- 
ing adjacent to its boundary or another 
building in such a way that, should fire 
occur within the building or in an adjoin- 
ing building. the wall will remain in posi- 
tion for the duration of the fire. It should 
be so constructed that heat will not be 
transmitted through it at a _ sufficient 
intensity to cause ignition of combustible 
materials in contact with the side away 
from the fire. 

The average amount of combustible 
material in the structure and contents is 
the fire load and the fire resistance 
required in an element of structure to 
withstand a burn-out is known. These 
factors are used in building by-laws to 
grade buildings for fire resistance. An 
externa] wal] is usually dependent upon 
support from other elements of the build- 
ing such as columns, beams or floors, and 
therefore in order that the wall may per- 
form its function as a fire barrier for the 
full period required for the occupancy, 
all supporting elements to the wall must 
have a fire resistance not less than that 
required for the wall. Existing by-laws, 


where fire resistance in external walls is 
required, call for periods of 1, 2 or 4 
hours, irrespective of the fire resistance 
requirements for the structural frame. 

The second provision is to provide 
adequate spacing. If the building is so 
sited that the external walls have ade- 
quate space adjacent to them they need 
have no fire resistance, provided they do 
not support the structural frame. 

There are therefore two extreme con- 
ditions of exposure from a burning build 
ing: 

(i) Where a wall of that building 
provides a complete and imperforate 
barrier to radiation from a fire within 
it. 

(ii) Where the complete side of the 
building acts as one large radiator. 
From consideration of these two extremes 
limiting distances from the site boundary 

may be determined. 

The building designer is faced, there- 
fore, with the problem of determining 
where to place a building in relation to 
the site boundary so that should a fire 
occur the building will not present a 
hazard to a building on an adjacent site. 


From the foregoing it may be seen that, 
broadly speaking, the smaller the area of 
openings in the side of the building, the 
nearer the building may be placed to its 
site boundary. The methods for deter- 
mining the safe distance will now be con- 
sidered. 


Method of Determining 
Space Separation 


General 


Experiments have been carried out by 
the Joint Fire Research Organisation to 
measure radiation from building fires and 
to assess the range of intensities of radia- 
tion which may be found in practice. The 
experimental work and the technical data 
is set out in a Fire Research Note ‘). 


It is possible for the building designer 
from the technical data contained in the 
paper to calculate the space separation 
required for any size and shape of build- 
ing and for any percentage of opening in 
an elevation: the process is somewhat 
complex. It is desirable, therefore, to 
discuss in more detail the application of 
the method of determining a safe separa- 
tion distance. 





The principle which has been adopted 
is a geometrical one which from the 
designer’s point of view is probably the 
most satisfactory in application. Such 
simplification may, in certain cases, lead 
to a degree of overestimation of the 
required separation distance. Neverthe- 
less, for the majority of cases the geo- 
metrical method of assessing the required 
distance should be adequate. 


Design Process 

The design process may be sub-divided 
into four stages as follows: 

Stage 1.—-To determine what part or 
parts of the side of a building must be 
taken into account in the calculations. 

Stage 2.—-To determine the extent of 
the exposure hazard from the side of the 
building. 

Stage 3-—To determine a minimum 
boundary distance based on the assess- 
ment of the risk determined by Stage 2. 

Stage 4.—To locate any special area of 
exposure hazard which may call for a 
greater or lesser boundary distance than 
has been obtained from Stage 3 and to 
determine the final distance of the build- 
ing from the boundary. 

The first consideration in the design 
process must be to determine what is 
meant by an opening. In building prac- 
tice an opening is a window, means of 
access or perforation in a wall. Such a 
conception of an opening is not sufficient 
for this purpose. Any part of a wall 
which may contribute to radiation hazard 
at any time during the fire must also be 
taken into account. An opening can 
therefore be defined as any part of a wall 
that does not possess the required fire 
resistance and any combustible material 
whether used as a cladding or as an 
applied decoration to an external wall. 

Cladding, if combustible, must be taken 
into account as, at some stage in a fire, 
it may well act as a radiator and so con- 
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tribute to the radiation hazard. The area 
of fire exposure may, therefore, be win- 
dows and doors, if the wall has the 
required standard of fire resistance, or 
possibly the whole elevation if the wall 
has a standard of fire resistance less than 
that required for the occupancy, or if the 
wall is clad with combustible material. 


Stage 1 


(a) Setbacks._-Whilst the true elevation 
of a building, taken from the drawing 
board, is in one plane, elevations are in 
fact often broken up into a number of 
planes both horizontally and vertically. 
It is therefore necessary for the design 
process to determine what is meant by a 
plane elevational surface. For simplifica- 
tion any plane of an elevation which is 
set back a distance not greater than 5 feet 
may be assumed for calculation purposes 
to lie in the same plane as the face of the 
building. This plane will be referred to 
as the plane of reference. Fig. 2 illus- 
trates the principle. 

Parts of an elevation which are set back 
as a break in the elevation or as a recess 
more than five feet behind the plane of 
reference will be considered at Stage 4 
in the design process. 

(b) Sub-division of a _ building.—A 
desirable feature of building design in 
relation to fire precautions is that the 
building should, where possible, be sub- 
divided into firetight cells by means of 
division walls and compartment floors. 
Provided these elements of the building 
perform their function of restricting the 
spread of fire within the building, each 
sub-division may, for the purpose of 
space separation calculation, be taken 
to be a separate building and each eleva- 
tion of the division or compartment may 
be treated as a separate radiator (Fig. 3). 

In the case of flats and maisonettes the 
unit at risk at any one time may be taken 
to be the area between the separating 
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walls of the living unit. For space separa- 
tion calculations only the area of expo- 
sure from the facade of one flat, or in the 
case of maisonettes the two floors con- 
stituting the maisonette between divi- 
sioned walls, needs to be considered as 
the area of exposure hazard. It may be 
seen, therefore, that where the fire 
resistance of the external walls is the full 
standard of fire resistance required for 
that occupancy, the criteria of space 
separation, in the case of flats and mai- 
sonettes, is likely to become one of day- 
lighting rather than of fire exposure. 

(c) Staircase enclosures. — Staircases 
often contain considerable areas of glaz- 
ing which could present a large radiation 
hazard. In practice, however, staircases 
used for means of escape should be 
enclosed by walls of the appropriate fire 
resistance with suitable access doors. If 
the staircase is so enclosed the windows 
of the staircase and any adjoining non- 
fire-resisting external wall may be ignored 
for the purpose of space separation cal- 
culation. Figure 4 shows such an arrange- 
ment of a staircase window with its fire- 
resisting enclosure. 

(d) Small openings.—Nearly all external 
walls have some openings in them, be 
they only air bricks or ventilators and it 
is necessary to have some maximum size 
of opening or series of openings which, 
for the purpose of space separation, may 
be ignored. 

The area of opening which is not con- 
sidered to present any significant hazard 
may be taken as 120 in?. Any number 
of such openings may be placed in a wall 
which in any other respect is imperforate 
provided they are not nearer to each 
other than 5 ft. in any direction. 


Stage 2 
(a) Determination of the area of expo- 
sure hazard.—In previous attempts to

It will be seen that the percentage of RSS 4-0 x16-0264-0 
openings in the elevation of Fig. 5 is half 75 %oN 20% openings 
that of Fig. 6.

A new concept has thus to be intro- 
duced which is the percentage of opening ! 
in a wall expressed in terms of the rec- a 
tangle which will enclose all the openings 
in the area of exposure hazard. Such a 
rectangle is known as the enclosing rect- 
angle (Fig. 7). 

An elevation may consist of a regular 
evenly distributed pattern of openings, or, 
they may be spaced as a number of groups 
of openings. It is necessary, therefore, 
to introduce another term—the overall % 
enclosing rectangle. It may be seen from : © Distance determined 
Fig. 7 that the overall enclosing rectangle ; © from Table 1 
may embrace any number of enclosing 
rectangles. t c _ \ 

(b) Height of elevation to be taken into “First-limiting position of boundary 
account.—In Stage 1 (b) the principle of ww 
sub-division which permitted the building 
designer to base the radiation hazard on 
individual vertical sub-divisions of the Fiz. 10 
building was considered. 6 ’ 
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It is now necessary to consider what 
height of enclosing rectangle should be 
taken into account in determining the 
area of exposure hazard. The principle 
of sub-division may also be applied in 
the horizontal plane of the building, pro- 
vided the building is fully compartmented 
with imperforate fire-resisting floors to 
the standard of fire resistance required 
for that occupancy. 

If the building is not compartmented 
the whole height of the overall enclosing 
rectangle must be taken into account. 
Figure 3 shows compartment floors and 
division walls, each section of which may, 
for space separation purposes, be con- 
sidered as separate radiators. 

(c) Length of elevation to be taken into 
account.—If the building is not sub- 
divided vertically by division walls, it is 
necessary to take into account the whole 
length of the overall enclosing rectangle. 


If, however, the building is very long in 
relation to its height, it may not always 
be necessary to adopt the full length. This 
refinement will be dealt with in Stage 3 
when discussing the working of the actual 
space separation tables. 


Stage 3 

(a) Determination of boundary distance. 
—Having determined what parts of the 
elevation must be taken into account, it 
is now possible, by the use of Tables 1 
and 2, to find the minimum distance from 
its site boundary for a building with a 
plane elevation. 

It will be seen that these tables set 
out the boundary distance for various 
heights and widths of rectangles, and the 
percentage of openings within them. For 
example: an overall enclosing rectangle 
of 20 ft. high and 40 ft. long with 50 


Table 1. NORMAL INTENSITY 
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per cent of opening would require a space 
separation from the boundary of 19 ft. 
as shown by Table 1. See also Fig. 8. 

Where the heights, widths and percent- 
ages fall between the figures shown, the 
next highest figure in the Tables should 
always be used. 

It will be seen from Fig. 8 that the full 
boundary distance must be maintained in 
all directions at each end of the overall 
enclosing rectangle. 

For the majority of occupancies Table 
1 has been computed for fires of ‘ normal ’ 
intensity and should be used to assess 
the boundary distance. Where the fire 
load of the building is low Table 2 may 
be used. It should be noted here that 
for Regulation purposes it would be 
necessary to determine what classes of 
occupancy came in the low intensity 
group. 

If for any reason the required boundary

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distance cannot be obtained by this sim- 
plified method the actual distance may be 
calculated from first principles by the 
method set out in the Fire Research 
Note ‘, 

(b) Local concentration of exposure 
hazard.—An elevation may be of such a 
character that at one point the amount 
of window, sub-standard wall or com- 
bustible cladding presents a greater radia- 
tion hazard than the remainder of the 
elevation. Such an area is known as a 
local concentration of exvosure. From 
Fig. 9 it may be calculated that the area 
of openings in the overall enclosing rect- 
angle ABCD, 20 ft. high and 80 ft. wide 
is 30 per cent and from Table 1 the re- 
quired distance to the boundary, 17 ft. 
This distance is known as the first limiting 
position of the boundary. The rectangle 
EBCF, however, should be considered 
separately. Reference to Table 1 shows

that a rectangle 20 ft. high and 20 ft. 
wide with 100 per cent of opening would 
require a boundary distance of 20 ft., an 
increase of 3 ft. which must be main- 
tained on either side of the area EBCF. 
This new position is known as the final 
limiting position of the boundary. 

In the majority of cases it will be 
found that unless the area of openings 
in the remainder of the overall enclosing 
rectangle is small in comparison with the 
local concentration, no change in the 
boundary distance will be necessary. 

(c) Widely spaced groups of openings. 

In certain cases groups of openings, i.e. 
enclosing rectangles in an elevation, may 
be spaced a considerable distance apart, 
so far apart, in fact, that a point opposite 
one group of openings may receive a 
negligible amount of radiation from the 
next group of openings. In this case, each 


opening or group of openings may be

treated as a separate radiator. 

To assess whether or not the openings 
are spaced sufficiently far apart that they 
may be treated as separate radiators, it 
is necessary to determine first the 
boundary distance by taking the percent- 
age of all openings within the overall 
enclosing rectangles and from _ the 
Tables obtain the first limiting position 
of the boundary. If the spacing of the 
openings or groups of openings is not less 
than four times the boundary distance 
determined from the Tables, each group 
of openings may be taken as acting as a 
separate radiator and the boundary 
distance may be adjusted accordingly. 
Fig. 10 illustrates the widely spaced 
groups of openings. It will be seen that 
the principle of maintaining the full 
boundary distance in all directions 
applies equally in this case. 

(d) Very wide overall enclosing rect- 


for various percentage area of openings 
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angles.—In Stage 2(c) it was stated that, 
in long buildings the total length of the 
overall enclosing rectangle might not be 
required in assessing the required space 
separation. It will be seen from the 
Tables that the boundary distance, in 
certain cases, becomes a constant irres- 
pective of the width. For example, refer- 
ence to Table 1 shows that an overall 
enclosing rectangle of the elevation to a 
building of 20 ft. high x 150 ft. wide with 
a 40 per cent opening requires a minimum 
separation from its boundary of 25 ft. If 
the length is increased to 200 ft. the 
distance is still 25 ft. The tables may be 
extended until a constant is reached for 
all combinations of height, width and 
percentage of openings within the overall 
enclosing rectangle. 


Stage 4 


(a) General.--In many cases the boun- 
dary distance may be determined quite 
simply by the use of Stages 1 to 3 and 
by the use of Tables 1 and 2. There will, 
however, occur in practice, instances 
where the plan shape and elevation is of 
a complex character. Stage 4 sets out 
the method of determining the boundary 
distance for setbacks greater than 5ft., 
recesses with openings on all three sides 
and recesses with openings at rear only. 

(b) Elevations with setbacks more than 
5 feet behind the plane of reference.— 
When parts of an elevation are set back 
more than 5 ft. a reduction in the boun- 
dary distance is possible to allow for the 
reduced radiation exposure. The method 
of achieving this is by considering the 
elevation in two portions. Firstly the part 
which is on the plane of reference and 
secondly the setbacks portion of the ele- 
vation. From Fig. 11 it may be seen that 
the percentage of openings in the rec- 
tangle ABCD will give the boundary dis- 


tance for the portion of the elevation on 
the plane of reference. 

It is then necessary to set up an equiva- 
lent radiator, i.e., a line on plan from 
the external angle of the recess to the 
external angle of the extremity of the 
setback. The openings, including those 
in the side of the recess, are assumed to 
lie along the line EF and within the area 
EFGH, the percentage of openings within 
this rectangle being the equivalent radia- 
tor. The required space separation may 
then be assessed from the Tables. The 
final limiting position of the boundary 
will be seen (Fig. 11) to be maintained in 
all radial directions from the edges of 
the enclosing rectangles. 

(c) Recesses with openings on three 
sides.—-A recess containing openings on 
all three sides will appear on elevation as 
a radiating enclosure. To determine the 
boundary position all the openings in the 
elevation, including those in the sides of 
the recess should be added together and 
expressed as a percentage of the overall 
enclosing rectangle. Where the total 
area of openings in the recess is greater 
than the area of the aperture, the aper- 
ture should be considered as a radiator 
with 100 per cent openings. 

It may be found that where this occurs 
a local concentration of exposure hazard 
is produced necessitating an increase in 
the boundary distance. This increased 
distance must be maintained in all radial 
directions from the plane of reference. 

Fig. 12 shows how the boundary 
distance of an elevation with a recess 
having windows on three sides may be 
calculated.

(d) Recesses with openings only in the 
rear wall.—Whilst it is possible to deter- 
mine a boundary distance for this type 
of recess by a geometrical method, the 
process is somewhat laborious. The re- 
quired boundary distance may, however, 
be calculated by the use of a simple 
mathematical formula in the following 
manner : 

The first limiting position of the 
boundary must first be obtained assuming 
ali the openings are radiating at the 
aperture. The fact that some of the open- 
ings are set back behind the face of the 
building (the plane of reference) will 
reduce the intensity of radiation from the 
elevation as a whole. It is necessary, 
therefore, to assess what this reduction 
will be. This may be done by the use of 
2b, 
the formula 6:=(———)’ 
2b,+6 
where b, is the first limiting position of 
the boundary, r the depth of the recess 
and b, the final limiting position. 

If the recess is narrow in relation to 
the length of the overall enclosing rect 
angle it is unlikely that within the range 
of Tables 1 and 2 any significant reduc 
tion from the first limiting position of the 
boundary will be possible. 

Fig. 13 shows the method of calcula 
tion for a recess 16 ft. deep and 60 ft. 
wide.

It will be seen from the foregoing cal- 
culation that a reduction in the 
boundary distance from 22 to 18 ft. may 
be made in this example. 


Discussion 


This note sets out the principles which 
should be adopted in the determination 
of space separation between buildings. 
The method of approach to the problem 
will depend to a large extent upon the 
site conditions. 

Two possibilities exist: (a) to vary the 


location of the building in relation to the 
boundary; (b) to adjust the design, that 
is the area and arrangement of windows 
and the nature of the external walls, to 
accord with the predetermined boundary 
distance. 

The examples which have been illus- 
trated are basic plan forms. The principles 
can, however, be applied equally well to 
any combination of plan shape and 
elevational treatment. 

From a careful study of the foregoing 


the boundary distance need never be 
excessive if the problem of space separa- 
tion is considered at an early stage in the 
design of the building. 
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A Novel Approach to Pay Differentials 


Application of the ‘ Time-span of Discretion’ 


FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 


CAN THERE be a ‘national wage-policy ’ 
and, if so, what principles might serve in 
devising a ‘ wage-structure,’ either in a 
particular industry or over the whole field 
of employment? These questions have 
been debated often and not always objec- 
tively, the division being usually between 
theorists who are apt to ignore realities 
and practitioners whose instincts rebel 
at any searching new proposals. 

Actually the notions associated with 
‘wage structure’ are dubious in them- 
selves but there is an underlying reality 

namely, that in. recent years rapid and 
widespread changes in technical methods 
have caused stern re-appraisals of the 
functions of many workers, not only on 
the factory floor but also among profes 
sional and executive grades. Redundancies 
are one aspect; more deep-seated are the 
anomalies in earnings, as between similar 
types of worker, in parallel industries or 
even on the same site. 

A general situation of full employment 
has softened the effects of redundancy 
but has also fostered resistance to any 
changes in wage-status. As a result, the 
changes in function are not usually 
followed by the corresponding adjust- 
ments in remuneration. 

In the particular case of the building 
industry functional changes have already 
shaken-up the traditional relationships of 
architects, builders and the various types 
of specialist engineers. They are also 
undermining the entrenched position of 
some traditional crafts as compared with 
machinists and other operators. in 
specialist tasks. 

These impacts have been cushioned, to 
some extent, by wise and timely adjust- 
ments in the sphere of education and 
training but awkward questions persist, 
partly in the form of demarcation 
disputes but also in the form of sporadic 
departures from the existing principle of 
two flat-rates, one for all skilled workers 
and another for workers in the many 
categories deemed to be non-skilled. Is 
there a workable alternative or any 
principle wpon which such an alternative 
might conceivably be based? 


The Common Yardstick 


One new conception was put forward at 
the Harrogate Conference, on October 13, 
of the British Institute of Management 
under the title: ‘An objective approach 
to pay differentials.’ Its exponent, Dr. 
Elliott Jacques, starts from a conviction 
that any attempt to introduce a national 
wage-policy cannot succeed unless a com- 
mon yardstick is devised which can be 
applied equally to engine-drivers, crafts- 
men and technologists of all kinds (he 
includes even doctors and teachers). His 
conception seems roughly to be: 

(i) that each occupation entails a 
certain level of independent responsi- 
bility, measurable by the ‘ time-span of 
discretion’ during which higher man- 
agement has no need to give further 
guidance; 


(ii) that, once this time-span can be 
assessed, there is a common yardstick 
which renders feasible the construction 
of an ‘equitable work-payment scale,’ 
covering all occupations in all indus- 
tries. 

One gathers that the basis of construct- 
ing an equitable scale would involve the 
TUC and the BEC, though the methods 
of assessing the ‘ time-span’ for each job 
would evidently require some form of col- 
laboration between research experts and 
those interested in each industry. Dr. 
Jacques himself appreciates the difficulties 
but adds the view that, in practice, it is 
only anomalies of over 10 per cent (in 
this description ‘ deviations from equity ') 
that cause serious disequilibrium of the 
labour market. He would hope that even 
a first attempt at evolving a scale would 
keep anomalies within this margin and 
would thus suffice to mitigate wage-infla- 
tion. Insofar as some industries might not 
afford to pay equitably unless subsidised 
he contends that they would have to con- 
tract the range of their activities to an 
economic size. 

At first reading the suggestions appear 
almost as revolutionary as space-travel or 
Picasso. The equivalent of defying 
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gravity would be the defying of the ordi- 
Mary wage-pressures to which we are 
accustomed— attempts by organised 
labour (or by employers) to exploit situa- 
tions favourable to new claims or to the 
maintenance of obsolete conditions. 


But a time may be approaching when 
leaders of trade unions, as well as em- 
ployers, will have to get away from the 
balance-of-power principle. Even in the 
building industry there is now some 
doubt about the criterion which distin- 
guishes the craftsman. Is it extra skill 
acquired only by lengthy training? Not 
altogether, if the same result can be 
secured by a machine whose operator 
needs little training. Does it not also 
entail a capacity to exercise initiative 
within clear limits and to assume inde- 
pendent responsibility within that * time- 
span of discretion’ ? 


A Theoretical Exercise 


Our current problems are indeed 
getting near to Dr. Jacques’ new look. 
It might be helpful if, even as a theo- 
retical exercise, our building industry 
negotiators could examine the possibili- 
ties of a schedule of ‘ time-spans of dis- 
cretion ’ applying to all grades of workers 

craftsmen, neo-craftsmen and _ semi- 
skilled. The theoretical exercise might. 
with goodwill and wisdom, lead to prac- 
tical measures to guide long-term deve- 
lopment.

Road Pavements for Motorways and 
Trunk Roads 


Guidance for Local Authorities on Application of New Road Note 


THE MINISTRY OF TRANSPORT in a circular 
to local authorities (No. 769) draws their 
attention to the recommendations on 
standards of design for road pavements 
given in Road Research Note No. 29, ‘A 
Guide to the Structural Design of 
Flexible and Rigid Pavements for New 
Roads” (HMSO, price 2s.). The Note, 
which has just been issued, was prepared 
jointly by the Road Research Laboratory 
and the Ministry with the advice of a 
panel of the Committee on Pavings of 
the Road Research Board. 

The Ministry has also issued Memor- 
andum No. 770, which deals with the 
application of the Recommendations of 
the Road Note to the design of motor- 
ways and trunk roads. The Ministry re- 
quests local authorities that the standards 
be adopted for all works of new con- 
struction on motorways and trunk roads 
and they are also recommended, where 
appropriate, for new works on classified 
roads. Following is the text of Memoran- 
dum No. 770: 


Standards of Design for Road Pavements 


l. The standards of design for road 
pavements to be used in the preparation 
of schemes for new motorways and trunk 
roads should be in accordance with the 
recommendations made in Road Note No. 
29 ‘A Guide to the Structural Design of 
Flexible and Rigid Pavements for New 
Roads,’ subject to attention to the follow- 
ing points. 

2. The standards are to be read in con- 
junction with the Ministry of Transport’s 
current edition of the Specification for 
Road and Bridge Works, together with 
the explanatory document, ‘ Notes on the 
Specification and on the Preparation of 
Bills of Quantities’ and any supplemen- 
tary Specification Clauses which may be 
published. 

3. Although the requirements for the 
surfacings of motorways and trunk roads 
are stated broadly in Table 2 of the Road 
Note, it is necessary in the particular case 
to give more precise specifications. For 
these roads, it will also be necessary to 
exercise discrimination in the choice of 
materials for the base of the pavement. 

4. An adequate and thorough soil sur- 
vey should be regarded as an essential 
prerequisite to the effective use of the 
standards. In particular, it will be seen 


that this depends very largely on the cor- 
rect execution of laboratory and/or in 
situ California Bearing Ratio tests which 
should be made in accordance with the 
recommendations in Appendix I of the 
Road Note. 

5. In addition to tests necessary for 
correct pavement design, adequate con- 
tro] testing in respect of all materials 
used in the various layers of the pave- 
ment is essential. 

6. The importance of testing applies 
particularly to surfacing courses, 
especially the wearing course. In this 
connection, the value is stressed of speci 
fying for wearing courses of all bitu 
minous surfacings, aggregates having 
adequate polished stone coefficients and 
of ensuring by control tests that the speci- 
fied value is obtained. Where such 
courses are laid with coated chippings 
superimposed, this limitation relates only 
to the aggregate chosen for the latter. 

7. For surfacings which are required to 
comply with Charts I and 2 of Road Note 
29, the wearing course should be laid as 
soon as practicable after the basecourse 
and in any case not more than three weeks 
later. 

8. Close textured bitumen macadam 
and tarmacadam basecourses are not at 
present included in any British Standard. 
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Appendix 4 of Road Note 29 has, there- 
fore, been included, giving suggested 
specifications for these two types of 
material. 

9. Bases to be laid in accordance with 
Charts 1 and 2 of the Road Note should 
comply with one or other of the Clauses 
in the Ministry of Transport’s Specifica- 
tion for Road and Bridge Works for 
cement bound granular base, tar bound 
granular base or bitumen bound granular 
base. 

10. The weights of reinforcement to be 
specified should be the appropriate ones 
in British Standard 1221: Steel Fabric 
for Concrete Reinforcement. They should 
be the next above the minimum weights 
quoted in Chart 5 of the Road Note. 

11. Unless weather conditions during 
construction dictate the need for closer 
spacing of transverse joints than those 
recommended as minima in Chart 5 of 
the Road Note, the latter spacings are 
those to be specified. 

12. All specified or recommended 
thicknesses should, unless stated to the 
contrary, be regarded as referring to 
minimum thickness after compaction. 

13. Tables 1 and 3 refer to rates of 
traffic flow to be expected 20 years after 
the year in which the road is built. In 
using the results of the most recent 
census of traffic as the basis for the 
design, it is stressed that the for~ula in 
paragraph 8 of the Road Note relates to 
24-hour counts. As most of the data 
available refer to 16-hour counts the com- 
pensation referred to in that paragraph 
will generally have to be made. 

14. Code of Practice CP.2006: Traffic 
Bearing Structures Pavings, published 
by the British Standards Institution deals 
with the construction of Road Pavings 
and the recommendations of the Code 
should be followed, where appropriate. in 
works based on the standards of pave- 
ment design referred to. 

15. Any departure from the recom- 
mendations in the Road Note, or the re- 
quirements of these standards. will be 
permitted only where the Ministry of 
Transport is provided with sufficient evi- 
dence of the need for, and the value to 
be expected from, such departure. 


Stranded Wire Cable for Prestressed Concrete 


Slimmer Concrete Sections Possible 


MORE THAN 170 engineers from many parts 
of Britain attended a meeting at Cardiff 
devoted to the characteristics of high ten- 
sile steel stranded cables and their use in 
prestressed concrete. 

The first of the lectures was given by 
MR. J. L. BANNISTER, MSC, Senior Lecturer 
in Civil Engineering at the University 
College, and dealt with the various 
material characteristics of strand. 

In his lecture MR. GIFFORD pointed out 
that in post-tensioning stranded cable had 
the advantage that it allowed a greater 
concentration of force than the conven- 
tional parallel wire cables. This could 
lead to the design of slimmer concrete 
sections and also to greater eccentricities 
of prestressing force thus reducing the 
total force required for a given member. 
Moreover site labour for cable assembly 


and stressing is reduced. A third impor 
tant advantage is that the smaller number 
of elements in a stranded cable permits 
the use of machined saddles, thus con- 
siderably reducing friction losses. 

On the other hand the cost per ton of 
available prestressing force is greater for 
strand than for wire and generally the 
prestressing equipment required is 
heavier. 

Mr. Gifford said that in his experience 
the disadvantage militated against the 
use of strand for small members but the 
advantages greatly outweighed the dis- 
advantage for heavily loaded, long span 
beams.

1. Insulation 


rhe use of plastics in building has now 
become an accepted thing, and the fields 
pened by the development of expanded 
materials and foams are many. The 
newest of these cellular materials is 
Phenolic foam. The production of a 
phenol foam by a continuous process has 
recently been started; it is being tried 
out aS an INSULATING MATERIAL in 
several forms for building use. Unlike 
other plastic foams, it is not only non- 
flammable but does not melt in 
intense heat. 

Blocks of foam 2 ft. wide and 12 in. 
deep are formed by mixing the phenol 
formaldehyde resin at a critical tempera- 
ture with a chemical activator in a small 
head and depositing the foam on to 
paper covering a polyvinyl chloride belt. 
The belt takes 17 minutes to complete 
its 32 ft. pass, but the block is hard 
enough to handle at 10 ft. from the mix- 
ing head. A band saw slices the block 
horizontally to the thickness required, 
the whole operation being automatically 
controlled. The foamed material so pro- 
duced has a K value of 0.24 and is offered 
for four main purposes; an insulant core 
for laminated boards; insulation for 
underfloor warming; panel warming; and 
dry-construction roofing.

House- Builders’ 
Conference 
(continued from p. 886) 

“With regard to finance,’ the speaker 
continued, ‘I think I would be quite 
wrong if I gave the impression that the 
Government would be prepared to con- 
tinue a subsidy for houses being built to 
let, and the weekly cost of maintenance 
of houses is substantial. The question is, 
whether those costs are prohibitive. My 
own view is that they are not prohibi- 
tive provided facilities are given for tax 
relief by way of depreciation allowances. 

‘There is some query as to whether 
there will really be sufficient demand for 
houses to let and whether people will be 
prepared to pay the greater rents 
involved. In my view there will always 
be a great demand for houses at an 
economic rent by those whose stan- 
dards of living is being raised all the 
time, and that demand will be accelerated 
by any reduction of subsidies.’ It would 
be necessary, he said, for the investor 
and builder to get together to build such 
houses, as not many builders were also 
investors. 

In the discussion that followed, one 
speaker said it was important that pro- 
gress should be made in the application 
of differential rents, which would result 
in the weeding out of ‘ the something for 
nothing brigade.’ He suggested that the 
closer grouping and higher densities that 
tenants were prepared to accept com- 
pared with owner-occupiers would help 
offset the high cost of land. Mr. D. G. 
HOWARD said he would like to add his 
support to those who had said it was time 
that builders thought of building houses 
to let. Ten years ago few private houses 
were being built, but now private builders 
had outstripped local authorities as 
the biggest house builders in the country. 
A similar thing could well happen in the 
future in the building of houses to let. 

MR. PETER TRENCH said that at present 
the finance for building houses to let was 
just not available. He favoured the sug- 
gestion of depreciation allowances—if a 
factory owner could get a depreciation 
allowance for a factory, why should not a 
house-owner get one for a house? In 
planning to build houses to let, he said, 
it was important to ascertain the poten- 
tial demand. It was still cheaper today 
to buy a house than to pay an economic 
rent for it. 

SIR ERIC ERRINGTON Said that a lot of 
people budgeted on a weekly basis, and 
preferred to rent rather than buy a house. 
It might be cheaper to buy than to rent, 
if you had the money, but many people 
had not. 


Housing Components 


The afternoon session was started by 
MR. P. CUTBUSH, ARIBA, AILA, divisional 
chief technical officer. British Standards 
Institution, who gave an interesting paper 
on *‘ The Design and Standards of Hous- 
ing Components.’ With ever rising costs 
of labour and an increasing dislike of 
work on site compared with work in fac- 
tories it might reasonably be assumed, he 
said, that the industrialisation of the 
building industry would continue to 
increase, thus the need would grow for 


standard components which came from 
many sources to assemble together on site 
with the minimum of difficulty. 

‘These developments are leading 
towards two changes in the future,’ he 
declared. ‘First the adoption of a 
national and, because of export trade, 
probably international systems of dimen- 
sional co-ordination in inches and metric 
measures upon which buildings may be 
planned and to which components are 
sized in their manufacture, thus ensuring 
easy assembly with the minimum of cut- 
ting and site work. Secondly, coupled 
with dimensional co-ordination, there 
will be a need for working to an agreed 
system of tolerances, for if the agreed 
sizes of dimensional co-ordination are not 
suitably toleranced the advantages of 
such co-ordination will be lost, as they 
still may not fit. 

‘BSI has been working on both dimen- 
sional co-ordination and tolerances for a 
very long time, but although no final 
decision has yet been reached it is very 
obviously desirable as the next step in 
the standardisation of building compo- 
nents.’ 


Aids to Sales 


The ‘common problem’ of all regis- 
tered house-builders, how to ‘raise the 
prestige of the house-building trade’ was 
the subject of the final conference paper, 
‘Aids to Sales,’ which was given by a 
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master builder, MR. NEIL E. WATES, MA. 

‘I think it is true to say that the house- 
builders have lost the confidence of the 
public and when I look around I find this 
is sometimes justifiably so,’ declared Mr. 
Wates. ‘ Much building today is inferior 

design has not moved out of the 
‘thirties. Reading our advertisements in 
the Sunday papers one would think we 
were still in the "thirties. I don’t suppose 
there is any man in this room who can 
ever pass a show house, and I think you 
will agree with me that much that we 
have seen in the way of presentation is 
shoddy and we are always hearing com- 
plaints of bad service and workmanship. 

‘We consider that in the housing busi- 
ness prestige and the reputation of the 
firm is everything. We impress our men 
that they are not just selling a house but 
a service. By this I mean that our very 
best thinking has gone into the specifica 
tion and design of the house and the lay- 
out of the site, that we intend to give our 
clients every possible help in building in 
extras and choosing his decorations, and 
that after he has moved in we put aside 
a sum of money which we then go out of 
our way to spend to ensure that we have 
a satisfied client.’ 

In the subsequent discussion, MR. C. 
DOUGLAS CALVERLEY endorsed the view 
that the best way to stimulate sales was 
by raising the status of the house-build 
ing industry in this country.

Index of Construction 


ACCORDING to the provisional index of 
production for August, prepared by the 
Central Statistical Office, Board of Trade, 
construction remained at 117 per cent. 
This is six points higher than the figure 
for the same period in 1959. 


Employment in Building

employment is estimated to have 
increased by 33.000 to 23,809,000. The 
number employed in the construction 
industries was 1,554,000, an increase of 
3,000 over the figure for August and 
23,000 more than in the same period last 
year, according to Ministry of Labour 
statistics.

AUSTRALIA (QUEENSLAND).—-The Minis- 
ter for Labour and _ Industry has 
announced the immediate construction of 
a £lm. cement works at Rockhampton 
for the Central Queensland Cement Co. 
Pty. Ltd., a subsidiary of Queensland 
Cement and Lime Co. Ltd.. of Darra, and 
North Australian Cement Ltd., of Towns- 
ville 

AUSTRALIA (QUEENSLAND). Four new 
highways providing for fast, free traffic 
and involving the provision of a new 
bridge over the Brisbane River, are being 
considered for inclusion in Brisbane's 
new road plan. ... A £2m. land develop- 
ment scheme is planned for MacIntosh 
Island in the Nerang River on Queens- 
land’s south coast. The 150-acre island 
extends from the Narrow Neck to Surfers’ 
Paradise. Work will start as soon as 
Government Departments and the Gold 
Coast City Council have approved the 
plans. Over 800 home sites will be pro- 
vided and a bridge, to cost over £100,000, 
will link the island with the mainland. 

AUSTRALIA (SOUTH).-—Adelaide City 
Council is planning an amateur sporting 
stadium in the West Parklands. 

AUSTRALIA (WESTERN).—The vice-chan- 
cellor of the University of Western 
Australia has announced the early con- 
struction of a new 7-storey physics build- 
ing at a cost of over £4m. Work at the 
university will probably start this month. 

CANADA (MANITOBA).—An entire village 
is to be constructed at Whiteshell for the 
employees of the Atomic Energy of 
Canada’s new nuclear research plant now 
under construction. 

CANADA (NEWFOUNDLAND). Construc- 
tion of $4m. rectangular terminal pier and 
transit sheds are to be included in the 
$14m. harbour development programme 
at St. John’s. 

CANADA (NOVA SCOTIA).-The US Gov 
ernment has appropriated $10m. for new 
equipment and the construction of new 
buildings at the RCAF radar station at 
Sydney. 

CEYLON.—-A steelworks is to be built in 
Ceylon, based on Soviet designs which 
have just been handed over to Ceylon’s 
Minister of Industry. It will be the 
island’s first big industrial enterprise and 
play a big part in its industrialisation and 
in strengthening its national economy. 
The steelworks will have a rolling mill 
(first section) as well as openhearth and 
blastfurnace departments. Construction 
is envisaged in three stages with the out- 
put of rolled steel rising from 35,000 to 
50,000 tons a year, which will make stee! 
mports almost entirely unnecessary. 

GHANA.—-The Ghanaian Minister of 
Education has stated in Accra that at 
least 1,000, and possibly 1,500, more 

chools are required, and that it is hoped 
local authorities throughout Ghana will 
find it possible to build them. 

HONG KONG.—-Tenders for the construc- 
tion of the new passenger terminal at Kai 
Tak Airport are being invited by the 
Hong Kong Government. Designed by 
Messrs. Murray, Ward & Partners, of 


London, with Mr. E. Cumine, AA Dip. 
FRIBA, as local architect, the new build- 
ing is expected to be completed early in 
1962. Provision will then be available for 
550 passengers and about 2,000 visitors, 
and the location will allow for a future ex- 
pansion of 12,000 sq. ft. of floor space... . 
A $6m. War Office redevelopment plan 
for the Victoria Barracks area of Hong 
Kong Island is about to begin. A con- 
tract for the first stage has been awarded 
to Wah Ping Construction Co. and will 
include a dental clinic, REME workshop 
and an officers’ mess on the site of old 
buildings to be demolished around the 
East Gate. The second stage will include 
a school, offices and married accommoda- 
tion. Architect is Mr. W. Szeto, BSc. 
... The Sisters of the Poor plan to build 
a home for aged people——-most of them 
refugees—to designs by Mr. P. K. Ng, 
architect. Estimated to cost $2m., the 
scheme will be on three terraces at Wong 
Chuk Hang, Kowloon. 

ISRAEL.—-Edmund Nuttall Sons & Co. 
Ltd., of London, have been awarded the 
contract to construct quays and a build- 
ingway for Israel’s first shipyard in con- 
junction with an Israel engineering com- 
pany. The job is to be completed in 
50 weeks. The projected shipyard is a 
joint venture between the Israel Govern- 
ment and the Dutch shipbuilding firm of 
De Schelde, of Vlissingen, who hold a 
minority interest. The shipyard, which 
will cost £4m., will be ready for partial 
use by the end of 1961. 

NORTHERN RHODESIA.—The Government 
is to build nearly 1,300 houses in rural 
areas in the next 3 years at a cost of 
about £l}m. Of these, 136 will be for 
European government officers and the 
rest for Africans. 

PAKISTAN.—An industrial estate will 
probably be set up at Quetta in the near 
future. Industrialists engaged in promo 
tion of small-scale industries will be given 
plots in the proposed estate. The West 
Pakistan Small Industries Corporation 
will also render financial aid in the form 
of building material for factory buildings 
on these plots.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA.—A 17-storey 
prestige office building, to cost a total of 
approximately £1l}m. for buildings and 
land, is to dominate the west sky-line 
of Johannesburg. The site has been pur 
chased by a new property investment 
company, Edura Properties (Pty) Ltd.., 
in which a major interest is held by 
Anglo-American Corporation, its asso 
ciated companies and Union Acceptances, 
Ltd. Building operations are to begin 
in January. Underground garage space 
will be available for 300 cars. 

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA.—A ‘ Site-and 
Service’ scheme for the provision of 
Bantu housing is springing up at New 
Brighton Village. The project, by the Port 
Elizabeth City Council, comprises an area 
of 1,878 acres. It provides for 11,600 
residential sites, a hostel layout for 8,000 
single men, and sites for churches, 
schools, shops, restaurants, clinics, 
cinemas, nursing homes, créches, and a 
hospital. Loans totalling £1,304,968 have 
been approved by the Housing Commis 
sion for the construction of 10,700 
houses. Plans have been announced for 
3 more buildings at Roggebaai, Cape 
Town's foreshore area, where a new city 
centre is under construction and land 
reclaimed from the sea.
